cruel  sufferings  of  the  FARMERS’ 
FRIENDS. 

There  is  a  Society  to  prevent  cruelty  to  animals, 
there  is  a  Humane  Society,  there  are  merciful  asso> 
ciations  for  all  sorts  of  purposes  down  to  the  In¬ 
dustrious  Fleas  Emancipation  Society,  and  is  there 
none  for  the  protection  of  the  Farmers’  Friends, 
yrhose  tortures  at  public  tables  and  hustings  it  is 
dreadful  to  behold,  or  to  hear  of?  We  live  in  a 
country  which  will  not  suffer  a  chimney-sweeper 
to  put  himself  to  the  Pftin  of  climbing  a  flue,  and 
which  yet  allows  a  Farmers’  Friend  to  explain 
himself,  as  the  cruel  operation,  as  if  in  mockery,  is 
termed.  If  it  were  announced  that  any  individual 
were  about  to  put  himself  to  the  torture  publicly, 
the  humanity  of  society  would  revolt  against  such 
an  exhibition,  and  the  prevention  of  it  would  be 
imperatively  demanded.  And  yet  country  gentle¬ 
men  are  permitted  to  explain  themselves  to  their 
constituents,  and  t^is  is  endured  by  a  community 
which  would  not  permit  the  same  persons  to  per¬ 
form  the  milder  operation  of  eviscerating  them¬ 
selves  !  Bull- baiting  has  long  been  abolished  in 
the  passive,  but  is  the  baiting  of  a  respectable 
country  gentleman  a  less  crueltv  because  he  stands 
on  two  legs  instead  of  four,  and  because  be  makes 
a  show  of  voluntarily  undergoing  the  suffering  ? — 
the  fact  being,  that  the  bull  goes  into  the  ring  with 
quite  as  much  relish  for  the  persecution  as  the 
squire  feels  in  going  to  the  explanation.  We  fear¬ 
lessly  put  the  question  to  the  public  in  the  words 
of  the  old  song,  **  If  you  were  an  ass  would  you 
like  it  yourself?”  If  you  were  a  Farmers’  Friend 
would  you  like  to  explain  yourself  and  your  votes  ? 
Would  you  like  to  poke  your  eyes  out,  to  pluck 
your  nails  out,  to  flay  yourself?  Would  you  like 
to  go  to  a  feast  to  eat  dirt ;  to  go  to  a  dmner  to 
eat  your  own  words,  and  cry  good  to  it?  The 
horrible  disgust  of  this  operation  is  hardly  to  be 
described ;  it  is  the  torture  of  the  shame  far  sur¬ 
passing  any  that  can  be  inflicted  on  the  body,  and 
yet  a  people  who  will  not  let  Hindoo  widows  bum 
themselves  in  India,  will  at  home  suffer  Farmers’ 
Friends  to  explain  themselves. 

A  writer  in  the  Morning  Chronicle  has,  we  fear, 
to  answer  for  some  of  the  public  insensibility.  We 
refer  to  some  ingenious  essays,  imagining  what 
country  gentlemen  would  say  if  country  gentlemen 
could  speak.  Now  we  have  no  hesitation  in  de- 
clarbg  that  there  is  much  of  fallacy  in  the  assump¬ 
tion  of  our  cotemporary  ;  we  know  the  insolence 
sud  abuse  which  this  opinion  will  draw  upon  us, 
sud  to  meet  it  in  time  with  his  own  weapons,  we 
will  at  once  designate  him  as  a  foolish,  feeble,  and 
i^orant  cotemporary,  for  we  are  prepared  to  show 
that  the  position  that  country  members  cannot 
speak  is  not  strictly  consistent  with  truth.  Pity 
has  been  claimed  for  them,  and  refused  to  them 
as  poor  dumb  creamres ;  but  pity  is  in  truth 
and  in  humanity  due  to  them  because  they  are 
not  dumb  creatures.  The  assertion  may  be  start- 
nng,  but  we  are  prepared  with  our  proob  in  sup¬ 
port  of  it.  Livy  telm  us  that  it  was  accounted  a 
prodigy  when  an  ox  spoke  in  the  forum ;  Rabelais 
dates  some  of  his  events  when  beasts  did  speak ; 
It  is  possible  that  both  were  misled  by  fables,  but 
we  cannot  be  mistaken  in  the  evidence  on  which 
We  come  to  the  conclusion  that  country  gentlemen 
^  and  do  speak,  and  if  this  be  admitted,  we  leave 
* t  to  a  humane  public  to  conceive  the  distress,  the 
rain,  the  shame  which  the  unfortunate  gentlemen 
^ust  undergo  in  their  penances  before  their  con¬ 
stituents. 

For  ourselves,  we  will  freely  do  all  In  our  power 
to  stop  this  cruel  moral  torture.  We  will  receive 
toe  names  of  benevolent  persons  disposed  to  esta- 
"hah  a  Society  for  ^e  prevention  of  cruelty  to 
farmers’  Friends.  It  might  be  made  a  branch  of 
too  Humane  Society,  armed  with  gags  and  muscles 
Qf  iiooks  and  drags ;  and  in  that  case  the 
cautions  against  going  out  of  one’s  depth  would 
both  services.  Gol^  medals  should  be 
Warded  to  active  and  counmeous  servants  who 
a  Fanners’  Friend  from  toe  torture  of  expla- 
by  promptly  gagging  him,  and  dragging  him 
WkH^'“*W<Hrmn«er  table. 

Whether  our  tuggesUon  be  adopted,  or  tli^ther 
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it  be  slighted  like  another  which  we  have  had 
greatly  at  heart,  but  have  been  unable  to  compass 
(we  mean  our  project  for  a  Society  for  the  Conver¬ 
sion  of  the  Bishops  to  Christianity),  it  must  be 
confessed  that  we  are  on  this  point  the  foremost 
champion  of  protection  of  the  agriculturists. 

The  fact  is,  that  we  were  greatly  affected  at  the 

Serusal  of  an  account  of  a  sad  scene  in  Essex  a  few 
ays  ago.  .  Poor  Sir  John  Tyrell ! 

'  In  toe  place  where  anything  can  be  said,  and 
where  anything  will  And  believers,  the  House  of 
Commons  (“  ne’er  was  lie  told  that  was  not  wel- 1 
come  there”),  it  was  related  of  Mf^endie  that 
he  would  split  a  greyhound  in  two,  and  lecture 
on  one  half,  and  let  the  other  half  run  about 
distracted  till  the  next  day,  when  its  turn  for 
dissection  also  came ;  and  poor  Sir  John  Tyrell 
performs  a  like  marvellous  operation  on  himself, 
for  he  splits  Sir  John  Tyrell  in  two,  and  lectures  on 
one  half  as  the  anatomy  of  the  Sir  John  Tyrell  the 
whole-hog  monopolist,  while  the  other  half  runs 
about  as  Sir  John  Tyrell  the  supporter  of  Sir  Ro¬ 
bert  Peel  in  lowering  protection. 

In  every  sentence  there  are  the  two  halves  of  Sir 
John  Tyrell,  the  one  in  the  beginning  of  the  sen¬ 
tence  the  Sir  John  Tyrell  as  he  would  be,  the  other 
at  the  end  the  Sir  John  Tyrell  as  he  is  ;  the  first 
moieW  the  Sir  John  Tyrell  that  got  the  votes  of 
the  Msex  farmers  and  graziers  to  resist  all  re¬ 
duction  of  protection,  the  other  the  Sir  J(»hn 
Tyrell  who  sits  at  the  feet  of  Sir  Robert  Peel. 
Now  is  it  not  shocking  to  humanity  that  a  man 
should  divide  himself  in  this  way,  doing  to  himself 
worse  than  what  Majendie  was  so  reprobated  for 
doing  by  a  greyhound,  and  this  not  in  a  private 
dissection-room,  but  in  a  public  exhibition  ?  Mark 
the  first  incision,  and  imagine  the  pain  thereof : — 

**  I  caonot  diamiM  from  my  mind  th«  Tact,  that  the  banner 
of  Um  *  Fanaera*  Friend  *  haa  been  thrown  in  our  teeth— that 
I  wa  are  told  Sir  Robert  Peei  and  her  Majeaty*a  Government 
have  not  fulilled  the  ezpectationa  entertained  of  them,  and 
have  not  carried  out  thoae  Conaervaiive  principlea  on  which 
they  were  called  to  adminiater  the  affairs  oF  the  country.** 

And  the  agony  here — 

**  1  am  periectly  aware  that  gentlemen  may  think  there 
are  many  points  in  the  Corn  Laws  in  which  greater  protec¬ 
tion  was  desirable.  /,  J'or  one^  waa  myael/  of  that  opinion, 
and  you  will  believe  me  when  1  declare  that  every  energy  ^ 
whiei  I  mfucapaklc  maa  directed  to  aecuring  that  object 
(cheers)— for  I,  with  those  geotlemen  who  accompanied  me 
at  various  times  in  waiting  on  the  Administration,  endea¬ 
voured  to  impress  on  the  Government  that  considerable  alte¬ 
rations  in  minor  portions  of  the  Bill  were  desirable ;  but  we 
were  unable  to  effect  that,  and  were  thua  >n  an  awkward  po- 
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Every  energy  of  which  he  was  capable  was  di¬ 
rected  to  securing  that  object,  and  these  energies 
were  put  forth,  not  in  his  place  in  Parliament,  nor 
in  bringing  to  bear  the  influences  of  his  county, 
but,  forsooth,  in  waiting  on  the  Government  and 
utterly  abortive  endeavours  to  make  impressions 
on  it  I  How  touchingly  melancholy  the  conclusion, 
**  We  were  thus  in  an  awkward  position  !”  But  the 
position  is  not  so  awkward  as  the  accounting  for 
it.  It  is  the  explanation  and  not  the  deed  that 
confounds  worthy  Sir  John. 

**  I  bMW  that  soma  gcnilamao  felt  warmly  on  that  subject, 
and  I  can  find  an  apology  lor  them,  for  I  Jelt  warmly  on  it 
myaelf  f  bat  alter  the  experience  of  the  last  half-year  i 
think— particnlarly  looking  to  the  position  of  the  money' 
market,  and  osaeidering  bow  money  in  London  was  to  he  had 
—that  the  capitalists  were  only  eaabl^  to  get  2  or  2^  per 
cent,  for  their  money,  and  the  great  bill  brokers,  Sanderson 
and  Gurney,  could  only  get  that— tl^t  every  man  who  could 
command  money  or  borrow  a  thousand  pounds,  laid  it  out  in 
com,  becanae  they  thought  from  the  snort  harvest  and  the 
relaxation  of  the  Corn  Laws,  they  aheuld  be  able  t«i  make 
large  suma  of  money  from  the  loss  of  the  agriculturists— I 
think,  eonaidering  tkia,  ourjeare  mttat  have  daminiaketC* 

Here  is  au  Essex  ague  fit  most  exactly  repre¬ 
sented.  Sir  John  felt  warmly,  but  he  coolc^,  and 
his  quaking  diminished  as  he  found  that  capitalists 
could  only  get  2A  per  cent.,  and  the  people  bought 
foreign  corn  thiiAing  to  make  monev  of  the  loss  of 
farmers  I  And  yet,  let  the  Chronicle  deny  it  as  it 
may,  this  is  i|>Mch,  the  giR  of  speech,  as  exercised 
by  a  Tory  country  gentleman.  The  fact  that 
speech  be  so  used  should  be  a  consolation 
both  to  the  deaf  and  the  dumb. 

The  unhappy  gentleman  goes  on— 

**ln  Roebford,  in  Tcndring,  and  Dcnidu  Hundreds  we 
have  not  an  average  crop  of  corn ;  but  if  we  look  to  Suffolk,  j 
Norfotfc,  Hampshire,  and  other  counties,  perhaps  there  i 
never  was  a  more  dutiful  harvest.  1  know  wa  have  a 
right  to  make  our  own  calculations  on  these  ssatters,  and 
when  you  are  livbg  is  n  coualj  where  there  is  sot  an  ave¬ 
rage  crop,  it  is  herd  to  bslieve  there  is  en  average  erra  ia 
other  eouetiea  ;  but  whea  you  look  to  the  opurat'on  or  the 
corn  laws,  and  tee  that  the  protection  lo  now  ]8i.— when 
you  see  on  one  bend  the  8«.  fixed  defy,  end  on  the  other  the 
slkUug  eeeie  and  Sir  Robert  Peel,  1  say  that  wee  tli«  alter* 
•ativs  wa  had  to  decide  on.  Thoee  who  know  the  House  of 


Commons,  end  hive  seen  gentlenwa  there  face  to  free,  know 
that  any  other  combinetioo  of  purtiee  wee  hopelasai  and  the 
out-voting  of  Sir  Robert  Peel  on  that  qaeatmo  wee  In  feet 
turning  out  the  Cnneervnttve  goverameat.  (Cheeiu.)  The 
next  qurstiun  wee  that  of  the  tariff.  * 

I  sm  not  hrre  to  make  a  proapermu  apeeeL  I  know  the 
stale  every  men  is  in;  end  I  xnow  that  men,  iastaed  of  going 
to  the  library  for  information,  go  to  the  butoher'a  ahop  ana 
tha  pork  ahop  to  learn  the  price  ^  laeet.  (Hear.)  Mr 
Canning  said  lie  only  doubtad  two  thiiqpi— facta  and  figures; 
but  I  know  it  is  fact  that  aome  of  thoae  who  have  imported 
cnttle  have  loat  by  them.  1  know  that  en  iadNidnel  lost 
ttOl.  on  the  importation  of  forty  oxen;  end  n  gentlemen  of 
contrary  nolitica  to  myself  told  me,  in  coming  down  by  the 
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and  the  aaleaman  declared  to  him  that  the  loeeon  the  foreign 
beaate  he  had  sold  was  fit  per  head.  (Hear,  hear.)  We 
endeavoured  to  get  an  alteration  of  the  meeeare,  and  secure 
a  better  protection  for  fst  stock.  We  did  all  we  could.  But 
I  apiwel  to  the  agriculturists,  and  I  think  they  will  Ho  me 
the  justice  to  say  there  was  no  nran  who  wne  e  graxier  for 
the  lest  four  or  five  years  who  had  made  any  profit.  You  all 
cried  out  that  nothing  could  be  worse.  I  know  it  from  ex¬ 
perience — I  know  that  my  friend  on  my  right  decler^  that 
nothing  on  enrth  should  induce  him  to  give  the  price  lor 
bullocks  that  he  had  done ;  but  I  am  going  to  Brentwood 
fair  to-morrow  morning  to  buy  boliocke.  nnd^  we  know  the 
Scoichman  ssys,  that  *  doming*  Sir  It  Feel  ia  neceaaary  to 
buying  buUoeka  welL  (Cheers  and  laughter.)  Then  us  to 
foreign  sheep;  those  who  have  seen  foreign  sheep  hung  up 
know  that  they  more  reaemble  n  dead  dog  than  anything 
else,  and  in  many  instances  you  could  hold  op  the  sheep 
to  the  candle,  and  read  the  newspaper  without  its  in  tbs 
slightest  degree  hindering  the  light.  (Laughter.)  Then  as 
to  meat.  The  lash  may  have  touched  you  in  many  pointe, 
but  it  is  like  the  lad  who  was  driving  n  bad  horae — his  mas¬ 
ter  was  going  to  hit  him  over  the  ears,  bat  he  said,  *don*t 
do  that — donA  hit  him  over  the  ears — save  the  ears  for  the 
gravel.*  (Laughter.)  Peeling,  as  I  conscientiously  do,  that 
the  government  is  a  friendly  government  end  deairoua  of 
doing  the  beet  it  can  for  the  interests  of  agriculture,  I 
believe  that  the  alteration  of  the  corn  laws  has  not 
diminished  or  injured  your  interests.** 

Sir  John  waxetb  a  little  hopeful — he  really  can¬ 
not  believe  that  all  England  will  be  railroad  laid 
down  in  wilderness — 

^  I  cannot  conceive  a  more  diatresaing  scene  than  a  coun¬ 
try,  if  it  were  the  workshop  of  the  world,  end  if  it  warn 
intersected  with  railroads  from  one  end  to  the  other,  looking 
out  on  a  barren  waste.  I  cannot  believe  we  shall  axpenenen 
that  state  of  things.  (Hear.)  1  have  no  respect  for  thoae 
who  profess  losee  the  downfal  of  agriculture  from  the  mea¬ 
sures  before  you.  I  believe  that  the  country  was  in  an  ex¬ 
traordinary  state— that  from  the  circumstance  of  machinery 
being  exported,  every  portion  of  the  continent  are  manufac- 
lurers  for  themselves  ;  and  when  we  consider  that  we  are  at 
peace  with  all  the  world  in  arms,  we  cannot  be  at  war  with 
them  in  maonfactures.  (Hear,  hear,  bear.)  1  believe  that 
protection  is  e  question  ol  degree,  end  I  think  it  is  desirablw 
(hst  you  should  have  justice  on  your  side.  (Hear,  hear.) 
And  though  the  great  object  of  my  life  may  be  to  be  your 
member,  1  suy  lay  aside  yonr  differences  and  endeavour  to 
support  the  present  state  of  things  and  the  present  govern¬ 
ment.  1  have  always  supported  it  oa  low  ground.  /  eonfeaa^ 
if  there  had  been  a  cfoor,  a  crack,  or  a  crevtcc,  through  which 
I  could  produce  you  satis/actsM,  /  akould  have  endear 
voured  to  have  so.  Whether  these  eaotimente  may 
coat  me  my  seat  1  know  not,  but  as  I  stand  aa  yoar  repra- 
sentative,  1  declare  they  are  my  sentiments.  1  still  hope 
that  all  will  go  right.  I  do  not  see  that  any  corn  law  hoa 
bten  introdneed  ^  which  capital  will  be  withdrawn  from 
ngricnlture ;  but  if  such  a  state  of  things  abonld  arrive,  it 
cannot  beworae.  (Hear,  hear.)** 

The  perpetual  support  of  the  Ministry  on  **  low 
ground^'  the  desire  of  “  a  door,  a  crack,  a  crevice,” 
through  which  Sir  John  could  creep  to  the  satisfac¬ 
tion  of  the  agrest  and  bucolic  mind  of  Essex,  these 
are  all  avowals  amusing  enough  to  bear,  but  ex¬ 
cessively  lionizing  to  utter. 

Sir  John  Tyrell  was  followed  by  his  colleague, 
Mr  C.  Round,  who  made  the  curious  discovery, 
that  if  country  gentlemen  and  farmers  had  been 
skilled  in  composition,  they  would  have  been  pre¬ 
pared  for  Sir  Robert  Peel’s  change  of  the  Com  Law. 

**  When  the  memorable  question  of  the  8e.  dnty  was  first 
brought  forward— the  me<tsura  which  was  the  last  drop  in 
the  cup  of  Whig  misconduct,  the  lest  (esther  that  broke  thn

That  m  the 
langnage  which  on  all  occaaions  I  have  heard  from  Sir 
Robert  Peel.  I  confess  that  after  eome  experietiee  in  com- 
poaition,  J  find  that  when  gentlemen  mean  to  expreea  aome. 
thing  etrongfy,  and  convey  their  opinion  foreUdyt  they  uae 
negative  language  t  and  when  I  recollect  these  wor^  t— 
‘  *.  to  agricolture— I  will  uphold  the 

principle  of  protection— 1  will  uphold  adequate  protection, 
bat  not  every  letter  end  figure,  of  the  present ^w*  tJUt 
ought  to  have  impreaaa  me  atrongly.  When  the  measure 
was  first  propwoded  1  met  my  coastituents  at  Chelmsford, 
and  I  then  auad  /  woe  atarUed  by  it  t  but  I  have  since

Here  is  a  w’dl-grown  gentleman,  a  county  mem¬ 
ber,  who  has  at  last  arrived  at  an  understanding 
of  the  word  not,  and  who  henceforth  knows  that 
great  things  are  to  be  expected  from  it.  WJien 
Sir  Robert  Peel  declares  wnat  he  will  not  pledge 
himself  not  to  do,  Mr  C.  Round,  "after  some  ex¬ 
perience  in  composition,"  as  he  modestly  says,  will 
in  future  expect  some  large  measure  of  change. 
The  vulgar  phrase,  “  what  not,”  is  indeed  this  criti¬ 
cal  gentleman’s  reading  of  Sir  Robert  Peel’s  "  not." 
Had  it  been  so  well  understood  at  the  last  election, 
the  "  what  not  ”  policy  would  have  turned  a  vast 
number  of  opponents  into  supporters ;  and  gentle¬ 
men  like  Mr  Round  and  Sir  J.  Tyrell  would  have 
been  left  in  a  miserable  minority. 

Having  taught  the  squires  and  farmers  the  re¬ 
sult  of  his  experience  in  composition,  as  to  the 
meaning  of  negative  language,  Mr  Round  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  explain  the  peculiar  honesty  of  Sir  Robert 
Peel’s  course. 

*‘The  alteration  has  been  made;  and  I  think  I  might 
fairly  put  to  gentlemen  the  same  question  which  was  par¬ 
ticularly  put  by  my  colleague — who  can  say  at  present  that 
they  are  the  worse  for  the  change  ?— though  I  admit,  as  the 
Duke  of  Rutland  said,  that  our  experience  is  too  short  to 
enable  us  to  judge  with  correctness  of  the  propriety  and 
effects  of  the  great  change  that  has  taken  place.  We  can¬ 
not  forget  the  conduct  of  the  late  government  on  this  ques¬ 
tion.  We  cannot  forget  that,  having  given  the  strongest 
reasons,  by  the  he  ds  of  the  governroent,  why  they  should 
net  originate  any  measure  of  the  kind,  at  last  when  it  came 
to  be  a  popular  matter,  then  in  their  extremity  they  pro¬ 
posed  an  eight-shilling  duty.  (Cheers.)  That  circumstance 
filled  the  whole  agricultural  body  with  the  deepest  suspicion, 
and  led  to  the  belief  that  they  propounded  it,  not  because 
they  thought  it  right,  or  because  the  country  required  it, 
hut  because  they  wished  to  satisfy  some  of  their  clamorous 
followers,  and  keep  themselves  something  longer  in  power. 
(Cheers.)  Against  this  suspicion  you  must  match  the  conduct 
of  the  present  government  in  what  they  did.  Sir  R.  Peel 
came  into  the  government  with  a  large  majority,  with  which 
he  might  have  gone  a  great  length  ;  hut,  upon  the  first  oppor¬ 
tunity,  confident  in  the  strength  of  his  parly,  and  not  know¬ 
ing  wl:o  he  would  offt-nd,  he  said,  *  IVe  are  pledged  to  her 
Afajesfy  in  tiro  successive  answers  to  the  throne,  to  con¬ 
sider  the  corn  laws,  and  on  my  res|X)nsibility  as  a  minister 
1  roust  propound  the  measure  which  1  think  right,  and  unless 
Parliament  thinks  it  right  I  cannot  consent  to  hold  the  go¬ 
vernment-*  This  was  like  the  conduct  of  an  honest  mao. 
(Cheers.)  He  had  a  ^lowerful  majority,  yet  the  first  step  he 
took  was  one  that  might  offend  those  who  raised  him  to 
power,  and  he  proposed  measures  about  which  opinion  is 
even  now  undecided.  That  looks  like  an  honest  proceeding.^ 

It  was  honest  to  resist  any  change  of  the  Com 
Law  when  the  Whigs  were  in  power,  and  to  pro¬ 
pose  it  immediately  that  they  were  driven  from 
office  by  the  great  rally  of  the  Agriculturists  under 
the  banner  of  No  Surrender. 

It  was  so  honest,  too,  in  Sir  Robert  Peel  to 
throw  his  agricultural  friends  overboard  when  he 
found  that  he  was  strong  enough  to  be  able  to  do 
so  safely.  He  cared  not  what  expectations  he 
might  disappoint  when  there  was  no  help,  no 
choice  but  submission  for  the  betrayed.  "  But," 
quoth  Mr  Round,  "  he  was  pledged  by  preceding 
answers  to  speeches  from  the  throne!”  What, 
pledged  to  carry  out  the  policy  of  the  Ministry 
which  be  had  supplanted  ?  Why,  if  so,  he  was 
e(}ually  bound  to  adopt  all  the  other  principles 
that  had  been  embodied  in  addresses  of  the  over¬ 
thrown  Government. 

After  all  this  wretched  paltering  and  shuffling, 
let  us  turn  to  a  masterly  exposure  of  what  has 
been  done  by  Sir  Robert  Peel  in  his  last  change  ol 
the  Corn  Law ;  it  will  teach  the  farmers  what  to 
think  of  their  self-dubbed  friends.  We  quote  from 
the  Edinburgh  Review — 

*‘The  present  will  he  handed  down  to  |)osterity  under  the 
title  uf  the  *  Sliding-Scale  Government.*  A  sliding  scale 
proper,  with  the  motto,  hdc  scald  vinces,  may  hereafter  be 
assumed  by  the  official  chivalry  of  Whitehall  and  Downing 
Street  aa  the  badge  of  their  new  order.  We  pray  these 
victors  tor  one  moment  to  suspend  their  triumph,  and  to  con¬ 
sider  the  effect  of  their  glorious  success.  We  were  told 
that,  under  this  cunning  device,  a  steady  and  equable  supply 
of  foreign  corn  would  be  furuished  to  the  consumer.  We 
were  assured  that  foreign  corn  would  lie  entered,  in  time  of 
need,  at  a  much  lower  duty  than  the  eight  shilliags  fixed 
duty  of  the  Whigs;  which  duty,  it  was  added,  never  ought 
to  be,  and  could  never  be,  enforced  and  collected  when  a 
state  of  distress  prevailed.  Yat  what  has  been  the  operation 
of  Sir  Robert  Peel’s  new  law  ?  The  suffering  people  of 
England  have  known  but  too  well  how  much  thetr  wretched¬ 
ness  has  been  increased,  during  the  last  fff^ng  and  summer, 
by  the  high  price  of  bread.  But  the  iff  ct  of  the  present 
sliding  scale,  as  of  every  other  modification  of  the  same 
principle,  has  l>een,  to  check  the  entry  of  any  considerable 
supply  of foreign  com  till  the  price  had  reached  its  maximum, 
ana  the  duty  its  aiinimucD.  It  is  obvious  that,  if  the  price  of 
gram  IS  steadily  iocreasmg  from  fif  y  shillings  to  fifty- five.

THE  CHRONICLE,”  OURSELVES,  AND 
THE  AMERICAN  TREATY. 

The  MomifAg  Chronicle  thinks  to  pique  the 
Examiner  by  repreggntiifg  it,  with  reference  to  the 
Ashburton  Treaty,  as  ^he  zealous  "  supporter"  of 
Sir  Robert  Peel  and  Lord  Aberdeen-r-as  having 
"  passed  pver "  to  the  Torv  Government— ^aa  Ut 
bouring  in  its  “  B6rvice»”  and  "  stepping  forward  to 
support  it  in  its  hopr  of  distreqs.^’  if  these  are 
the  worst  taunts  that  opr  CQtemporary  cap  address 
to  us,  they  are  very  pointless,  ntter|y  ineffective. 
If  we  think  the  Tory  Government  right  ip  any  part 
of  its  policy,  we  shall  never  hesi^te  to  say  so ; 
and  we  will  defend  what  we  think  iust  and  wise 
in  their  policy  as  earnestly  and  zealously  fif  the 
Chronicle  prefers  that  word),  as  we  have  deeded 
what  we  have  thought  just  and  wise  in  the  policy 
of  our  own  friends  in  power. 


We  opcasionglly  dif¬ 
fered  from  the  Liberaf  Government,  and  acting  on 
the  same  rule,  we  may  occasionally  a^ee  with  the 
Tory  Government  We  were  no  indiscriminating 
supporters  of  the  one,  and  we  are  and  will  be  no 
inaiscriminating  assailants  of  the  other.  Ip  these 
professions  there  is  not  much  boast  of  virtue,  for 
these  are  not  the  days  for  faction,  if  we  could  sub¬ 
mit  to  stoop  to  so  base  a  vocation. 

The  Chronicle  may  be  right  and  wc  may  be 
wrong  in  the  view  of  the  Ashourton  Treaty,  or  we 
may  be  right  and  the  Chronicle  may  be  wrong,  but 
it  is  no  more  a  matter  of  reproach  that  the  opinion 
of  the  Chronicle  on  that  question  arrays  it  against 
the  Tory  Government  than  that  ours  places  us  on 
the  side  of  the  party  with  which  we  generally  differ. 
Upon  important  questions  in  the  last  session,  the 
Chronicle  gave  its  support  to  the  Tory  Govern¬ 
ment,  and  a  larger  measure  of  support  than  we 
thought  strictly  due,  but  it  neyer  occured  to  any 
open  enemies  or  false  friends  that  such  conduct 
could  be  made  a  matter  of  taunt  to  that  paper ;  on 
the  contrary,  it  was  felt  that  if  there  was  error,  it 


was  on  the  honourable  side. 

But  after  all,  is  it  so  certain  that  we  are  with 
the  Tories  and  the  Chronicle  with  the  Liberals 
on  the  Ashburton  Treaty  ?  The  Chronicle  knows 
that  it  is  quite  possible  to  be  on  the  side  of  the 
Tory  Government  and  at  variance  with  the  Tory 
party.  The  connexion  between  Sir  Robert  Peel’s 
Government  and  the  Tory  party  is  notoriously 
the  connexion  not  of  opinions  but  of  votes  only. 
On  the  Ashburton  Treaty,  then,  we  venture  to  tell 
the  Chronicle  that  it  much  more  generally  repre- 
I  sents  the  opinions  of  the  Tories  than  those  of  the 
Liberals,  that  its  denunciations  of  the  Treaty  have 
their  echoes  in  the  Carlton,  not  in  the  Reform 
Club  ;  and  it  will,  we  think,  be  found  that  the  few 
Liberals  who  do  join  in  the  condemnation  of  the 
Treaty  are  not  those  who  have  been  the  most  re¬ 
markable  for  their  attachment  to  popular  princi¬ 
ples  or  the  great  objects  of  "  peace,  reform,  and 
retrenchment." 

If  an  insolent  tone  and  unmannerly  expressions 
were  signs  of  a  strong  argument,  we  snould  be 
obliged  to  confess  that  the  presumptions  of  victory 
were  on  the  side  of  our  antagonist  in  the  Chronicle. 
It  is  easy  to  attribute  incapacity,  and  to  write, 
this  is  nonsense,  sheer  downright  nonsense,  but 
it  is  but  a  sorry  compliment  to  the  reader  who 
might  be  supposed  capable  of  recognizing  non¬ 
sense  at  sight  without  the  help  of  a  breach  Qf 
good  manners  for  his  information.  Incivility  is 
no  aid  to  argument^;  it,  as  every  one  knows, 
comes  with  the  los^  of  temper,  which  is  either 
cause  or  consequence  of  failure  in  argument ; 
but  perhaps  it  is  adopted  as  a  matter  of  art  by  the 
writer  in  the  Chronicle,  to  show  that  he  is  so 
clever  a  disputant  that  be  can  carry  on  his  contro¬ 
versy  without  the  temper  deemed  the  concomitant 
of  strength  and  success,  and  without  the  courtesies 
belonging  to  temper,  and  becoming  the  disputes 
between  gentlemen  rejecting  themselves  and  re¬ 
specting  each  other.  The  Chronicle  has  for  many 
years  shown  what  may  be  done  in  vigorous  contro¬ 
versy  consistently  with  all  the  decorums,  and  i^  is 
late  in  the  day  for  it  to  commence  the  opposi^ 
example.

Before 
one  can  so  much  as  wonder,  she  takes  a  hi^  leap  into  tl^ 
air.  Before  she  has  well  done  that,  she  takes  a  deep  dire 
into  the  water.  Before  she  has  gain^  the  surfiice,  she  tnrows 
a  summerset;  The  instant  she  is  on  her  legs,  she  rushes  back¬ 
ward.  And  so  she  goM  on  stairgering,  hearing,  wrestling, 
leaping,  diring,  jumping,  pitching,  throbbing,  rolling,  and 
rocking :  and  going  through  all  these  morements,  sometimes 
bj  turns,  and  sometimes  altogether:  until  one  feels  disposed 
to  roar  for  mercy. 

“  A  steward  passes.  ‘Steward!*  ‘Sir?*  ‘What  is  the 
matter  ?  what  do  yon  call  this  ?*  ‘  Rather  a  heary  sea  on,

Imagine  the  wind  howling,  the  sea  roaring,  the  rain  beating : 
all  in  furious  array  against  her.  Picture  the  skv  both  dark 
and  wild,  and  the  clouds,  in  fearful  sympathy  with  the  wares, 
making  another  ocean  in  the  air.  Add  to  all  this,  the  clatter¬ 
ing  on  deck  snd  down  below ;  the  tread  of  hurrM  feet ;  the 
loud  hoarse  shouts  of  sesmen;  the  gurgling  in  and  out  of 
water  through  the  scuppers ;  with,  erery  now  and  then,  the 
striking  of  a  heary  sea  upon  the  planks  ahore,  with  the  deep, 
dead,  heary  sound  of  thunder  heard  within  a  ranit ; — and 
there  is  the  head-wind  of  that  January  morning.**

very  wind  ^  it  whisUes  against  them,  and  to  s^d 
it  smarting  on  its  way  with  a  shriUer  cry  thas 
before.”  At  last,  having  looked  through  4e  fac¬ 
tories  at  Lowell  and  the  institutions  at  HartfonL 
and  given  a  passing  but  pleasant  glimpse  at  lo^ 
specimens  of  rural  America  (of  which  we  coaid 
wish  to  have  heard  more),  and  laughed  at  the 
clumsy  absurdity  of  the  American  steam-boat  (or 
as  we  would  say,  English  floating  bath),  we  arnve 
at  the  metropolis. 

There  is  no  peculiarity  in  Mr  Dickens’s  descrip- 
tions  so  marked  as  their  distinctness  from  each 
other :  even  where  the  places  described  have  much 
in  common.  New  York  stands  quite  alone.  We 
see  at  once  how  many  centuries  older  than  its 
fellows,  extent  and  traffic  have  made  it  One 
whole  day,  from  morn  to  dewy  eve,  we  are  sup¬ 
posed  to  be  rambling  with  the  writer  through  all 
its  quarters  :  beginning  with  the  rakish  smartness 
and  gaudy  colours  of  the  Broadway,  and  ending 
with  the  vice,  the  filth,  and  misery  of  the  Fire 
Points.  But  just  now  we  cannot  dwell  upon  this : 
we  will  take  one  of  the  most  frequent  street  pas¬ 
sengers  of  this  important  city,  and  then  pass  on  to 
Washington. 

“  Here  is  a  solitary  swine,  lounging  homeward  tw  kiswelC 
He  has  only  one  ear;  baring  parted  with  the  oiher  to  vs- 
grant-dogs  in  the  course  of  his  city  rambles.  Bit  bs  |sts 
on  rery  well  withoot  it;  snd  leads  a  roving,  genllmsBij, 
vagabo'nd  kind  of  life,  somewhat  answeriog  to  tbst  of  osr 
club-men  at  home.  He  leaves  his  lodgings  ever;  Born'iiig 
st  a  certain  hour,  throws  himself  upon  the  tows,  nts 
through  his  day  in  some  manner  quite  satisfsetery  to  bm- 
self,  and  regularly  appears  at  the  door  of  bis  ows  bosM 
again  at  night,  like  the  mysterioBs  master  of  Gil  Biss.  Hs 
is  a  free-and-easy,  careless,  indifferent  kind  of  pig,  baviDgs 
very  large  acquaintance  among  other  pigs  of  the  sum  ebs- 
racter,  whom  he  rather  knows  by  sight  than  coaverutio^ 
as  he  seldom  troubles  himself  to  slop  sod  exebaage  ciri* 
litiea,  bat  goes  grunting  down  the  kennel,  tnroiog  ap  tbs 
news  and  amali-talk  of  the  city,  in  the  shape  of  cabbage 
stalks  and  offal,  and  bearing  no  tails  but  his  own, 
a  very  short  ooe,  for  his  old  enemies,  the  dogs,  bsve  bm 
St  that  too,  and  have  lefi  him  hardly  enough  to  swear  it* 


of  the  nation.”  This  “  consequently  ”  is  anything 
but  a  consequence.  Democratic  Institutions  being 
universal  in  America,  are  as  fairly  entitled  to  their 
share  in  the  good  of  that  country  as  in  the  bad ; 
and  in  what  Mr  Dickens  praises,  he  must  be  held 
to  exalt  those  Institutions  as  much,  as  in  what  he 
blames,  he  can  be  thought  to  depreciate  them. 

There  is  one  circumstance  in  reading  the  book 
that  is  in  danger  of  not  being  sufficiently  con¬ 
sidered.  Everything  of  an  objectional  kind,  whe¬ 
ther  the  author  would  have  it  so  or  not,  stands 
out  more  prominently  and  distinctly  than  matter 
of  the  opposite  description.  The  social  sin  is  a 
more  tangible  thing  than  the  social  virtue.  Per¬ 
tinaciously  to  insist  upon  the  charities  and  graces 
of  life,  is  to  outrage  their  quiet  and  unobtrusive 
character  :  but  we  run  the  danger  of  extending  the 
vulgarities  and  indecencies,  if  we  seem  to  coun¬ 
tenance  by  failing  to  expose  them.  If  this  is  kept 
in  view,  the  proportion  of  censure  in  these  Ame¬ 
rican /Foies  will  not  overh.'ilance  the  just  admira¬ 
tion  and  unexaggerated  praise. 

It  appears  to  us  that  Mr  Dickens  has  avoided, 
as  only  a  man  of  his  peculiar  genius  could  have 
done,  the  two  errors  into  which  our  writers  on 
America  have  generally  fallen :  the  temptation  with 
one  class  to  make  out  favourite  theories,  and  the 
necessity  with  the  other  of  resorting  to  petulant 
caricature.  His  mind  is  rich  with  better  resources, 
and  with  a  wisdom  that  is  not  less  wise  for  being 
cordial,  unaffected,  and  agreeable.  He  writes 
always  cheerfully,  always  naturally,  always  with  a 
heart  in  what  he  says,  most  manly  and  most  kind. 
Those  touches  of  thoughtful  sympathy  and  large 
affection  which  have  given  him  by  far  the  most  valu¬ 
able  part  of  his  popularity  and  fame,  meet  us  in 
the  Narrative  at  every  turn  :  and  where  his  humour 
is  sharpest,  it  is  most  genial.  He  never  sets  himself 
up  in  judgment, on  the  entire  people,  he  never  draws 
conclusions  before  things  are  half  concluded,  he 
never  flings  one  nation  in  the  other’s  face.  His 
great  business  is  to  let  his  readers  see  Social  In¬ 
fluences  at  work  as  he  himself  saw  them:  and 
writing  of  America  in  the  tone  and  with  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  a  friend,  it  had  been  of  all  ill  compliments 
the  worst  to  suppose  she  would  take  Truth  amiss. 

“  I  dedicate  this  book,”  he  says,  “  to  those 
friends  of  mine  in  America,  who,  giving  me  a  wel¬ 
come  I  must  ever  gratefully  and  proudly  remem¬ 
ber,  left  my  judgment  Free ;  and  who,  loving  their 
country,  can  bear  the  truth,  when  it  is  told  good- 
humouredly,  and  in  a  kind  spirit.”  If  there  is  one 
exception  to  that  spirit,  it  is  the  severity  of  com¬ 
ment  on  the  politicians  of  Washington.  In  this 
Mr  Dickens  may  be,  and  probably  is,  quite  right : 
but  it  is  open  to  the  question  whether,  on  so  brief 
a  knowledge  of  the  men  themselves,  he  was  justi¬ 
fied  to  the  full  extent  of  those  views.  There  is 
always  a  liability  to  error  in  taking  the  reports 
and  judgments  of  men  who  shrink  from  public 
affairs,  against  those  who  act  in  them.  We  may 
admit  at  the  same  time  that  the  public  evidence, 
of  deed  as  well  as  word,  offered  in  support  of  these 
opinions,  is  in  itself  sufficiently  startling. 

But  our  readers  are  no  doubt  impatient,  and 
what  further  we  have  to  say  in  the  way  of  comment 
can  be  said  as  we  proceed  with  our  extracts,  lliey 
begin  early :  before  we  have  arrived  at  America. 
The  passage  out,  and  the  steamer's  fighting  with 
the  ^storm  she  encounters,  are  wonderfully  de¬ 
scribed.  If  the  writer  had  been  a  sailor  all  his  life, 
he  could  not  have  struck  out  the  peculiarities  of  a 
steamer’s  behaviour  with  more  truth.  Any  but  so 
extraordinary  an  observer  would  have  described  a 
steamer  in  a  storm  as  he  would  have  described  a 
sailing  ship  in  a  storm.  The  following  description 
of  the  one  would  be  as  inapplicable  to  the  other  as 
the  ways  of  a  mad  bull  to  those  of  a  jackass. 

“  It  is  tha  third  morniiig.  1  aw  awaksDad  oat  of  aiy  siaap 
by  a  disnal  shriek  froea  ray  wifie,  who  dasMods  tokaoir  wha- 
thar  there's  any  danger.  I  rouse  myaalf,  and  look  out  of  li«d. 
The  water- jug  is  plunging  and  leaping  lika  a  lively  dutphia ; 
all  the  smaller  articles  are  affoot,  axcept  niy  shoes,  which  are 
stranded  on  a  carpet  beg,  high  and  dry,  lika  a  coopla  of  coal- 
bargeii.  ^  Suddenly  I  sra  them  spring  into  the  air,  and  hehrrld 
the  look  tog- glaae,  which  is  iisiM  to  the  wail,  slickin/  faat 
upon  the  ceiling.  At  the  same  time  the  door  eatirelf  disep- 
pesrs,  and  a  new  ooe  is  opened  in  tha  ffoor.  Then  I  bagio  to 
comprehend  that  the  state-room  it  rtaodiog  on  its  head.

“  A  heavy  gale  of  wind  came  slowly  up  at  sunset,  when  we 
were  about  ten  days  out,  and  raged  with  gradually  iocreasiog 


foij  until  morning,  saving  that  it  lulled  for  an  hour  a  little 
before  midnight.  There  was  something  in  the  unnatural  re¬ 
pose  of  that  hour,  and  in  the  after  gathering  of  the  storm,  so 
incooceivahly  awful  and  trsmsndous,  that  its  bursting  into 
full  violence  was  alnsost  a  relief. 

“  The  labouring  of  the  ship  in  the  troubled  sea  on  this 
night  1  shall  never  forget.  *  Will  it  ever  be  worse  than  this  ?* 
W4S  a  question  1  had  often  heard  asked,  when  everything  was 
sliding  and  bumping  abont,  and  when  it  certainly  did  seem 
difficult  to  comprehend  the  poMsibilily  of  anything  afloat  being 
more  disturbed,  without  toppling  over  and  going  down.  But 
what  the  agitation  of  a  steam-vessel  is,  on  a  bad  wioter*s 
night  in  the  wild  Atlantic,  it  is  impossible  for  the  roost  vivid 
imagination  to  conceive.  To  say  that  she  is  flung  down  on 
her  side  in  the  waves,  with  her  masts  dipping  into  them,  and 
that,  springing  op  again,  she  rolls  over  on  the  other  side, 
until  a  heavy  sea  strikes  her  with  the  noise  of  a  hundred 
great  guns,  and  hurls  her  liack— that  she  stops,  snd  staggers, 
and  shivers,  as  though  stunned,  and  then,  with  a  violent 
throbbing  at  her  heart,  darts  onward  like  a  aionster  goaded 
into  madness,  to  be  beaten  down,  and  battered,  and  crushed, 
aud  leaped  on  by  the  aogry  tea— that  thunder,  lightning, 
hail,  and  rain,  and  wind,  are  all  in  fierce  contention  for  the 
mastery— that  every  plank  has  its  groan,  every  nail  its 
shriek,  and  every  drop  of  water  in  the  great  ocean  its  bowling 
voice — is  nothing.  To  say  that  all  is  grand,  and  all  appalling 
and  horrible  in  the  last  degree,  is  nothing.  Words  cannot 
express  it.  Thoughts  cannot  convey  it.  Only  s  dream  can 
call  it  up  again,  in  all  its  fury,  rage,  and  passion.** 

These  passages  are  taken  from  the  opening  chap, 
ters — “  Going  Away  ”  and  “  The  Passage  Out  ” — 
which,  filled  full  with  life  aud  humour,  start  us  on 
our  journey  in  the  heartiest  possible  spirits,  re¬ 
solved  to  make  the  best  of  everything.  Each 
I  touch  is  a  colour  in  the  picture,  and  all  is  warm 
and  glowing.  We  shall  fauoh  whenever  we  think 
of  the  shaken  party  rolling  imout  at  their  game  in 
the  cabin,  arresting  every  card  they  play,  and 
pocketing  the  tricks  as  they  take  them. 

But  we  have  arrived  at  Boston :  and  perfect  is 
this  airy  picture  of  it. 

“  When  I  got  into  the  atreeta  upon  this  Sunday  morning, 
the  air  was  so  clear,  the  houses  were  so  bright  and  gay  ;  the 
signboards  were  painted  in  such  gaudy  coloors ;  the  gilded 
letters  were  so  very  golden ;  the  bricks  were  so  very  rM,  the 
stone  was  so  very  white,  the  bliads  and  area  railings  were  eo 
very  green,  the  knobs  and  plates  upon  the  street  doors  so 
marvellously  bright  and  twinaliog  ;  and  all  so  slight  and  un¬ 
substantial  in  appearance— that  every  thoroughfare  in  the 
city  looked  exactly  like  a  scene  in  a  pantomime.  It  rarely 
happens  in  the  business  streets  that  a  tradesman,  if  I  may 
venture  to  call  anyl*ody  a  tradesman,  where  everybody  it  a 
merchant,  resides  above  hie  store ;  so  that  many  occupations 
are  often  carried  on  in  one  home,  and  the  whole  front  ia  co¬ 
vered  with  boards  and  inscriptions.  As  I  walked  along,  I

^gs  in  stone  and  marble,  anywhere,  but  the  ssore  entirely  out 
ofeveryhodyV  way  the  better ;  call  one  the  Poet  Office,  one 
Patent  Office, and  one  the  Treasury;  make  it  scorcbina 
jMt  in  the  moruiuir,  and  hetxiOff  cold  in  the  afternoon,  with 
an  occssKHial  tornado  of  wind  and  dost;  leave  a  brick*6eld 
wit  hoot  the  bricks,  in  all  central  places  where  a  street  may 
osturslly  ha  expected  :  and  that*a  Washin^oo. 

MTbe  hotel  in  which  we  live  is  a  lon^  row  of  small 
houses  fronting  on  the  street,  and  opening  at  the  back  upon 
g  comiBoa  yaH,  in  which  hangs  a  great  triangle.  Wheo* 
erer  a  servant  is  wantod,  somebody  heats  on  this  triangle 
from  one  stroke  up  to  seven,  according  to  thennmberof 
the  house  in  whicn  his  presence  is  required :  and  as  all  the 
•rrTBDts  are  always  being  wanted,  and  none  of  them  ever 
gome,  this  enlivening  engine  is  in  fall  perforroance  the 
whole  day  through.  Clothes  are  drying  in  this  same  yard ; 
female  slaves,  with  cotton  handkerchiefs  twisted  round  their 
heads,  are  running  to  and  fro  on  the  hotel  bnsiness ;  black 
waiters  cross  and  recroes  with  dishes  in  their  hands ;  two 
dogs  are  playing  upon  a  rounnd  of  loose  bricks  in  the 
centre  of  the  little  square;  a  pig  is  turning  up  his  stomach 
to  the  sun,  and  grunting  *  that's  comfortable  !';  and  neither 
the  mv*n,  nor  the  women,  nor  the  dogs,  nor  the  pig,  nor  any 
treated  creature,  takes  the  smallest  notice  of  the  triangle, 
which  is  tingling  madly  all  the  time. 

M I  walk  to  the  front  window,  and  look  across  the  road 
upon  a  long,  straggling  row  of  houses,  one  story  high,  ter* 
ninating,  nearly  opposite,  hot  a  little  to  the  left,  in  a  melan¬ 
choly  piece  of  waste  ground  with  frowzy  grass,  which  looks 
like  s  small  piece  of  country  that  hns  taken  to  drinking,  and 
has  quite  lost  itseIC  Standing  anyhow  and  all  wrong,  upon 
this  open  spare,  like  something  meteoric  that  has  fallen  down 
from  the  mcMio,  is  an  odd,  lop-sided,  one*eyed  kind  of 
wooden  building,  that  looks  like  a  chnrch,  with  a  flag'StafT 
as  long  as  itself  slicking  out  of  n  steeple  something  larger 
than  s  tea-shest.  Under  the  window,  is  a  smsil  stand  of 
coaches,  whose  slave>drivers  are  sunning  themselves  on  the 
steps  of  our  door,  and  talking  idly  together.  The  three 
most  obtrusive  houses  near  at  hand,  are  the  three  meanest. 
On  onf'— a  shop,  which  never  has  anything  in  the  window, 
and  never  has  the  door  open— is  painted  in  large  characters, 
<The  City  Lukch.*  At  another,  which  looks  like  the  bock 
way  to  somewhere  else,  but  is  an  independent  building  in 
itsrlf,  oysters  are  procurable  io  every  style.  At  the  third, 
which  is  a  very,  very  little  tailor's  shop,  pants  are  fixed 
to  order :  or,  in  other  words,  pantaloons  are  made  to  mea¬ 
sure.  And  that  is  our  street  in  Washington." 

We  will  not  stop  to  notice  the  spitting — 
more  or  less,  according  to  Mr  Dickens,  noticeaole 
everywhere,  but  in  Washington  reaching  its  most 
exaggerated  point  of  nastiness  :  nor  shall  we  add 
anything  to  what  we  have  said  of  the  account  of 
Congress,  beyond  this — that  with  all  its  severity 
there  is  nothing  of  national  assumption  or  pretence 
about  it,  and  none  of  those  self-complacent  leris- 
lative  comparisons  so  pleasant  to  the  page  of  for¬ 
mer  travellers.  The  member  of  Congress  has  at 
least  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  Mr  Dickens 
has  borne  his  own  House  of  Commons  like  a  man, 
and  has  yielded  to  no  weakness  but  slumber  in 
his  House  of  Lords.  He  closes  the  first  volume 
with  a  visit  to  the  President,  whom  he  describes 
as  a  remarkably  unaffected,  gentlemanly,  and 
agreeable  man. 

After  travelling  south  as  far  as  Richmond  in 
Virginia,  Mr  Dickens  shaped  his  course  to  the  Far 
West.  With  the  records  of  this  wdlder  sort  of  tra¬ 
vel,  including  his  impressions  of  Niagara  as  he  re¬ 
turned,  the  second  volume  is  filled ;  and  some  of 
its  descriptions  are  the  most  astonishing  and  beau¬ 
tiful  in  the  whole  work.  The  proofs  of  minute 
observation  are  even  less  extraordinary  than  the 
grasp  with  which  in  a  few  brief  and  masterly  sen¬ 
tences  the  features  of  a  broad  and  far-spread 
landscape  are  seized  and  fixed  for  ever.  What¬ 
ever  the  scene,  it  lives  before  us :  whatever  the 
mode  of  travel  by  which  it  is  passed,  we  find  our¬ 
selves  actually  there— in  the  steamer,  on  the  rail- 
'vay,  on  the  mail,  in  the  canal-boat,  with  crowds 
of  fellow-passengers  around  us.  This  is  an  inte¬ 
rest  of  all  things  in  the  world  the  least  bookish* 
How  sharp  is  its  relish — sending  life  more  freely 
through  one’s  veins. 

Our  extracts  from  this  part  of  the  work  must  be 
taken  less  connectedly.  The  first  is  of  a  black 
driver,  and  ten  miles  of  an  old  “  Virginny  ”  road, 
m  the  journey  from  Washington  to  Richmond.

oostlwia^  hare,  ia  to  make  aa  much  noiaa  aa  poaaibla.  The 
®®*®o**  aia  something  like  the  French  coaches,  bat  not 
wly  so  good.  In  lien  of  springs,  th^  are  hong  on  beads 
J*  «e  strongest  laathar.  Thera  ia  very  little  choice  or  dif- 
**^*?®*  batwaaa  thoos  ;  and  they  asay  be  likened  to  the  car 
Pwtioo  of  tba  nwinga  at  an  English  fair,  roofed,  pat  apon

The  tickets  we  have  received  on  board  the  ateamboot 
are  marked  No.  I,  so  we  belong  to  coach  No.  1.

Tha 
coach  bolds  oina  inside,  having  a  seat  across  from  door  to 
door,  where  we  in  Bngiend  pat  oar  lags  t  ao  that  there  is 
only  one  feat  more  difficalt  is  tha  performanca  than  getting 
in,  and  that  is,  gettiag  oat  dgaia.  There  ia  oaly  owe  oataida 
passenger,  and  he  sits  apon  the  box.  Aa  I  am  that  one,  I 
climb  up;  and  while  they  are  strapping  the  Inggaira  oo  the 
roof,  and  heaping  it  into  a  kiad  of  tray  behiad,  nave  a  good 
opportunity  of  losing  at  the  driver. 

He  is  a  negro — very  Mack  indeed.  Ha  is  draaead  ia  a 
coarse  pepper-and-salt  salt  axceosively  patched  and  damad 
(particularly  at  the  kneesX  grey  stockings,  enoraMwe  un- 
blacked  high-low  shoes,  a^  very  short  trousart.  Ho  has 
two  odd  gloves :  one  of  parti-coloured  worsted,  and  oae  of 
leather.  He  has  a  very  ehort  whip,  brohea  in  tba  middle 
and  bandaged  up  with  string.  And  yet  ha  weora  n  low. 
crowned,  broad- brimmed,  black  hat  t  faintly  shallowing  fiirth 
a  kind  of  insane  imitation  of  an  English  coachman !  Bat 
aomehody  in  authorilf  cries  *Go  ahead!'  at  I  am  making' 
theaa  obMrvations.  The  mail  takea  the  lead  in  a  Ibor.horee 
wagon,  and  all  the  coaches  follow  in  proceeeion,  headed  by 
o.  1. 

**  By  the  way,  whenever  an  Englishmen  woaM  cry  *  All 
right !'  an  American  criea  *  Go  ahead  !*  which  is  eoasewbat 
expressive  of  the  national  character  of  the  two  countriea. 

The  first  half  mile  of  the  road  ia  over  bridges  nmda  of 
loose  planks  laid  acn>M  two  parallel  polea,  which  tilt  up  aa 
tha  wheels  roll  over  them ;  and  IK  tha  river.  The  river 
has  a  clajey  bottom  and  is  foil  of  holes,  so  that  half  a  horse 
is  constantly  disappearing  nnexpectedly,  and  can't  be  found 
again  for  some  time. 

"  But  we  get  past  even  this,  and  come  to  the  road  itself, 
which  is  a  series  of  alternate  swamps  and  gravel- pits.  A 
tremendous  place  ie  cloee  before  ns,  the  black  driver  rolls 
his  eyes,  screws  his  mouth  up  very  round,  and  kmlis  straight 
between  the  two  leaders,  as  if  na  wara  aaying  to  himaelf, 

*  we  have  done  this  often  before,  hot  wow  I  think  we  shall 
have  a  crash.*  He  takea  a  rain  in  each  hand ;  jerks  and 
pulls  at  both  ;  and  dances  on  the  splashboard  with  both  feet 
(keeping  his  seat,  of  course)  like  the  late  lamented  Ducrow 
on  two  of  his  fiery  coursers.  We  come  to  the  spot,  sink 
down  in  the  mire  nearly  to  the  coach  windows,  tilt  on  one 
tide  at  sn  angle  of  forty*five  degrees,  and  stick  there.  The 
insides  scream  dismallv ;  the  coach  stops ;  the  horsea  floun¬ 
der;  all  the  other  six  coaches  stop;  and  their  four-end- 
twenty  horses  flounder  likewise :  hut  merely  tor  company, 
and  in  sympathy  with  ours.

This  was  a  thin-faced,  spare-figured  man  of  middle 
age  and  statnre,  dressed  in  a  dusty  drabhish-coloured  suit, 
such  as  I  never  saw  before.  He  was  perfectly  quiet  during 
the  first  part  of  the  journey  t  indeed  I  don't  remember  having 
so  mneh  as  seen  him  until  he  was  brought  out  by  circum¬ 
stances,  as  grrat  men  often  are.  The  conjunction  of  events 
which  made  him  famous,  happened,  briefly,  thus. 

**  The  canal  extends  to  the  foot  of  the  mountain,  and  there, 
of  course,  it  stops  ;  the  paseongers  being  conveyed  across  it 
by  land  carriage,  and  taken  on  afterwaros  by  another  canal- 
brat,  the  counterpart  of  the  first,  which  awaits  them  on  the 
other  side.  There  are  two  canal  lines  of  passage-brat ;  one 
ia  called  The  Exprees,  and  one  (a  cheaper  one)  The  Pio¬ 
neer.  The  Pioneer  gets  first  to  the  mountain,  and  waita  for 
The  Express  people  to  come  up;  both  sets  of  passengars 
being  conveyed  across  it  at  the  same  time.  We  were  the 
Express  company ;  but  when  we  had  crossed  the  mountain, 
ana  had  come  to  the  second  brat,  the  proprietors  took  it  into 
their  heads  to  draft  all  the  Pioneers  into  it  likewise,  so  that 
we  were  five-and-forty  at  least,  and  the  accession  of  pas¬ 
sengers  was  not  at  all  of  that  kind  which  improved  the  pro¬ 
spect  of  sleeping  at  night.  Our  people  grumbled  at  this,  as 
people  do  in  such  cases ;  but  suffered  the  brat  to  be  towed 
off  with  the  whole  freight  aboard  nevertlielees ;  and  away  we 
want  down  the  canal.  At  homo,  I  should  have  protested  lus¬ 
tily,  but  ^ing  a  foreigner  here,  1  held  my  peace.  Not  so  this 
passenger.  He  cleft  a  path  among  the  fieople  on  deck  (we 
were  nearly  ail  oo  deck),  and  witnont  addressing  anybray 
wbomiiraver,  soliloquised  as  follows  t 

**  *  This  may  suit  yo^  this  may,  but  it  don't  suit  me.  This 
may  ba  all  very  well  with  Down  Easters  and  men  of  Boston 
raising,  but  it  won't  suit  my  figure  no  how ;  and  no  two  ways 
about  that ;  and  so  I  toll  yoo.  Now  !  I'm  from  the  brown 
forests  of  the  MiMissippi,  /  am,  and  when  the  son  shines 
on  'me,  it  does  shine— a  little.  It  don't  glimmer  where  I 
live,  the  son  don't.  No.  I'm  a  brown  forester,  I  am.  1  an't 
a  Johnny  Cakeb  Tiiere  are  no  smooth  skins  where  1  live. 
We're  rough  men  there.  Rather.  If  Down  Easters  and 
men  of  Braton  rsieing  like  this,  I'm  glad  of  it,  but  I'm  none 
of  that  raising  nor  of  that  breed.  No.  This  company  wants 
n  little  fixing,  it  does.  I'm  the  wrong  sort  of  men  for  'em,  I 
am.  They  won't  like  me,  lAra  won't.  This  is  piling  of  it 
op,  a  little  too  motfaUwnoils,  this  is.*  At  the  end  ol  every 
one  of  these  short  eenteoces  he  turned  upon  his  heel,  and 
walked  the  other  way ;  checking  himself  abruptly  when  he 
had  finish^  another  abort  aenteoca,  and  turning  back  again. 

**  It  ia  impoMibla  for  me  to  say  what  terrific  meaning  was 
hidden  in  the  words  of  this  brown  forester,  bat  I  know  that 
the  other  pasaengers  looked  on  in  a  sort  of  admiring  horror, 
and  that  preaent^  the  brat  waa  put  back  to  tha  wharf,  and 
as  many  of  the  Pioneers  as  could  be  coaxed  or  bullied  into 
going  away,  ware  got  rid  of. 

**  When  we  started  again,  soma  of  the  boldest  spirits  on 
board,  made  bold  to  eay  to  the  obvions  occasion  of  this  im¬ 
provement  in  our  prrapecte,  *Much  obliged  to  you.  eir:* 
whereuntotha  brown  formter  (waving  his  hand,  and  still  walk¬ 
ing  op  and  down  as  before),  replied,  *  No  you  an't.  Yon'ro 
o'my  raising.  Yon  m^  act  for  ynurael  vea,  you  I 

bare  pinted  out  tha  way.  Down  Easters  and  Johnny  Cakes 
can  follow  if  they  please.  I  an't  a  Johnav  Cake,  /  an't.  1 
am  from  the  brown  forests  of  the  Miksissippi,  I  am'— and  so 
oo,  as  before.  He  was  unanimouHly  voted  one  of  the  tsbies 
for  his  bed  at  night— there  is  a  gmt  contest  for  the  tables— 
in  coosideratioD  of  his  public  aerviceo  t  and  he  bad  the  warm- 
ast  corner  by  the  stove  thronghoot  the  rest  of  the  journey.  But 
I  never  could  find  out  that  he  did  anything  except  sit  there  ; 
nor  did  I  hear  him  ap«^  "ifKiN  until,  in  the  midst  of  the 
bostle  and  turmoil  of  getting  tna  luggage  ashore  in  tho  dark 
at  Pittsbarg,  I  atomblM  over  him  as  ha  eat  emoking  a  cigar 
on  tha  cabin  atapo,  and  heard  him  muttering  to  himself,  snth 
a  short  langh  of  defiance,  *  1  en't  a  Johnny  Cake,  /  an't.  I'm 
from  the  brown  fureste  of  the  Missieaippi,  /  am,  damme  i*  I 
am  inclined  to  argue  from  this,  that  ue  had  never  left  off 
•eying  ao ;  but  1  could  not  make  affidavit  of  that  part  of  tho 
story,  if  required  to  do  so  by  my  Queen  and  coantiy." 

From  Pitisburg  we  pau  to  Cincinnati  in  a  west¬ 
ern  steamboat  down  tne  broad  and  smooth  Ohio. 
How  exquisite  the  description  we  now  quote  !  The 
remains  of  the  primeval  forest,  the  wisthil  and 
anuous  settler,  tne  buried  Indian,  the  sad  but  busy 
emigrant,  the  awftil  solitude,  the  lively  city — ^with 
what  a  natural  mingling  of  the  Present  and 
Past  are  we  made  to  feel  the  repose  or  share  in  the 
agitation  of  the  scene  I 

**  A  fine  brood  river  always,  bat  in  some  parts  much  wider 
than  in  others  t  aad  then  there  ia  ntnally  a  green  island  co- 
▼arad  with  traaa,  dividing  it  into  two  etreame.  Occasionally 
wa  atop  lor  a  few  mioateo,  maybe  to  Uke  ia  wood,  maybe  fur 
paaaeagars,  at  soma  earall  town  or  village  (I  ought  to  say 
aty,  every  plwm  le  a  city  here);  bnt  the  banks  are  for  tbo 
KM  pert  deep  eoJitad^  overgrown  with  trees,  whkb,  herc- 
ebuats,  are  already  la  leal  and  very  green.  For  Usk^and 
miles,  sad  milta^  these  eolitndoe  ore  nabrokea  by  aZSiof

worami  T^n.  As  we  pets  this  clearine,  the  settler  leans 
npoa  his  exe  or  hammer,  and  looks  wistfully  at  the  people 
from  the  world.  The  chiMrea  creep  oat  rf  the  temporary 
hilt,  which  is  like  a  gip^.  ground,  aad  clap 

their  hands  and  shout.  The  dog  only  glances  rohad  at  ns ; 
aad  then  looks  op  into  hb  master's  face  again,  as  if  he  were 
rendered  uneasy  ny  any  suspension  of  the  common  basine^ 
and  had  nothing  nune  to  m  with  pleasnrers.  And  still 
there  is  tlie  same,  eternal  foreground.  The  riser  has  washed 
away  its  banks,  and  stately  trees  hare  fiillen  down  Into  the 
stream.  Some  hare  been  there  so  long,  that  they  are  mere 
dry  grizzly  skeletons.  Some  hare  just  toppled  orer,  and 
haring  earth  yet  about  thehr  roots,  are  bathwg  thehr  green 
heads  in  the  rirer,  and  patting  forth  new  shoots  and 
branches,  ^me  are  alaiost  sUdhig  down,  as  yon  look  at 
them.  And  some  were  drowned  so  low  ago,  that  their 
bleached  arms  start  out  from  the  middle  of  the  current,  and 
seem  to  try  to  grasp  the  boat,  and  dr^  it  under  water. 

**  Throi^  such  a  scene  as  this  the  nnwieldly  machine  takes 
its  hoarse  sullen  way  t  renting,  at  erery  rerointion  of  the 
paddles,  a  load  high-pressure  blast;  enough,  one  would 
think,  to  waken  up  the  host  of  Indians  who  lie  buried  in  a 
great  mound  yonoer:  so  eld,  that  mighty  oaks  and  other 
forest  trees  hare  struck  their  roots  into  lU  earth ;  and  so 
high,  that  it  is  a  hill,  eren  among  the  hills  that  Nature 
planted  round  it.  The  rery  rirer,  as  though  it  ahar^  one's 
irelings  of  compassion  for  the  extinct  tnoes  who  lired  so 
pleasantly  here,  ia  their  blessed  ignoraDoe  of  white  exist- 
enea,  hundreds  of  years  ago,  steals  out  of  its  way  to  i‘ipple 
near  thb  mound :  and  there  are  few  plaoes  where  the  Ohio 
sparkles  more  brightly  thaa  in  Big  Gmre  Creak. 

**■  All  this  I  see,  as  I  sit  in  the  little  etern-gallery,  men. 
tkmed  just  now.  Ereniag  slowly  steals  upon  the  bndscap^ 
and  changes  it  before  me,  when  we  stop  to  set  some  emi- 
grants  ashore. 

**  Fire  nsen,  as  many  women,  and  a  little  girL  All  their 
worldW  goods  are  a  bag,  a  large  ehest,  uuT  an  old  chair  t 
one,  old,  high-becked,  rush-bottomed  chair :  a  Solitary  set¬ 
tler  in  HselC  They  are  rowed  ashore  in  the  boat,  while  the 
reeael  stands  a  littb  off  awaiting  its  return,  the  water 
being  shallow.  They  are  bnded  at  the  foot  of  a  high  bank, 
on  the  summit  of  which  are  a  few  log  cabins,  attainable  only 
by  a  long  winding  path.  It  Is  growing  dusk ;  but  the  son  is 
rery  re^  and  shines  in  the  water  ana  on  some  of  the  tree- 
tops,  like  firs. 

**  The  men  get  out  of  the  boat  first ;  help  out  the  women  ; 
take  out  the  bag,  the  chest,  the  chair ;  bid  the  rowers  *good 
bye ;'  and  shore  the  boat  off  for  them.  At  the  first  plash  of 
the  oars  m  the  water,  the  oldest  woman  of  the  party  shs 
down  in  the  old  chair,  close  to  the  water's  edge,  without 
speaking  a  word.  None  of  the  others  sit  down,  though  the 
chest  is  large  enoogh  for  many  seats.  They  all  stand  where 
they  landed,  as  if  stricken  into  stone;  and  look  after  the 
boat.  So  they  remain,  quite  still  and  silent:  the  old  wo¬ 
man  and  her  old  chair,  ia  the  centre ;  the  bog  and  cheat  upon 
the  shore,  without  anybody  heeding  them :  all  eyes  fixed 
upon  the  boat.  It  cooiea  alongside,  is  made  fast,  the  mea 
jump  on  hoard,  the  engine  is  put  in  motion,  and  we  go 
nnaraely  on  again.  There  they  stand  yet,  without  the  mo¬ 
tion  of  a  hand.  1  can  see  them,  through  ray  glass,  when,  in 
the  distance  and  increasing  darkness,  they  are  mere  specks 
to  the  eye  :  lingering  there  still  t  the  old  woman  in  the  old 
chair,  and  all  the  rest  about  her  t  not  stirring  in  the  least 
degree.  And  thns  I  slowly  lose  them. 

"  The  night  is  dark,  aad  we  proceed  within  the  shadow  of 
the  wooded  bank,  which  makes  it  darker.  AAer  gliding  past

boat.  I  therefore  sent  a  message  to  an  artist  in  boots,  in. 
porti^,  with  my  compliments,  that  I  abonld  be  happy  m  im 
him,  it  he  would  do  me  the  polite  favoor  torall.  Heverr 
kindly  returned  lor  answer,  that  he  would  *  look  roud '  ^ 


rest.  Then,  such  an  oracle  as  she  became  in  reference  to 
the  localities  !  and  euch  facetiousness  as  was  displayed  by 
the  married  ladies  !  and  such  sympathy  as  was  shown  by 
the  single  ones !  and  such  peals  of  laughter  as  the  little 
woman  herself  (who  would  just  as  soon  hare  cried)  greeted 
erery  jest  vrith  I 

**  At  last,  there  were  the  lights  of  St  Lonis,  and  here  was 
the  wharfl  and  those  were  the  steps;  and  the  little  woman 
ooTering  her  face  with  her  hands,  and  laughing  (or  teeming 
to  laugh)  more  than  ever,  ran  into  her  own  eabin,  and  ahut 
heraelT  op.  I  have  no  donbt  that  in  the  charming  inconsia- 
tency  of  such  excitement,  she  stopped  her  ears,  lest  she 
should  hear  *  Him  *  asking  for  her ;  bat  I  did  not  oee  her 
do  it. 

**  Then,  a  great  crowd  of  people  rushed  on  board,  though 
the  boat  was  not  yet  made  fast,  but  was  wandering  about, 
anKMig  the  other  boats,  to  find  a  landing  place :  and  every-  > 
body  looked  for  the  husband :  and  nobody  saw  him  t  when,  | 
in  the  midst  of  ns  all— Hearen  knows  how  she  ever  got 
there— there  was  the  little  woman  clinging  with  both  arms 
tight  round  the  neck  of  a  fine,  good-l<Ming,  sturdy  young 
fellow !  and  in  a  moment  afterwards  there  she  was  again, 
actually  clapping  her  little  hands  for  joy,  aa  she  dragged 
him  through  the  small  door  (d*  her  small  cabin,  to  look  at  the 
baby  as  he  lay  asleep  !" 

The  visit  to  the  Prairie  we  pass :  but  the  stage¬ 
coach  ride  to  Columbus  from  Cincinnati  embraces 
so  many  amusing  touches  of  general  character  and 
national  peculiarity,  that  we  must  quote  it. 

**  We  often  stop  to  water  at  a  roadside  inn,  which  is 
always  dull  and  silent.  The  coachman  dismounts  and  fills 
his  bucket,  and  bolds  it  to  the  horses'  heads.  There  is 
scarcely  ever  any  one  to  help  him ;  there  are  seldom  any 
loungers  standing  round ;  and  never  any  stable  company 
with  jokes  to  crack.  Sometimes,  when  we  have  changru 
onr  team,  there  is  a  difficulty  in  starting  again,  arising  out 
of  the  prevalent  mode  of  breaking  a  young  Hotm  ;  which  is 
to  eaten  him,  harness  him  against  his  will,  and  put  him  in  a

^  1  was  lying  on  the  sofa,  with  a  book  and  a  wine 
almut  that  tims,  when  the  door  opened,  and  a  gentlemin  ia  a 
stiff  cravat,  within  a  year  or  two  on  either  aide  of  thirty, 
entered,  in  bis  hat  and  glovas ;  walked  up  to  the  lookiag! 

5 lass ;  arranged  his  hair ;  took  off  bis  gloves ;  ilowlj  pro 
need  a  measure  from  the  uttermoet  depths  of  his  cost, 
pocket ;  and  requested  me,  in  a  languid  tone,  to  ‘  uaSx  ’  nj 
straps.  I  complied,  but  looked  with  some  curiositj  at  ha 
hat,  which  was  still  upon  his  head.  It  might  have  beea  that, 
or  it  might  have  been  the  heat— but  he  took  it  off.  Thea, 
he  sat  himselt  down  on  a  chair  opposite  to  me;  rested  aa 
arm  on  each  koee ;  and,  leaning  forward  very  mach,  took 
from  the  ground,  by  a  great  eftirt.  the  speciaien  of  awtro 
politan  workmanship  which  I  had  just  pulled  off— whistiiog, 
pleasantly,  as  he  did  so.  He  turned  it  over  and  over;  lar* 
veyed  it  with  a  contempt  no  language  can  eipma;  tod  in- 
quired  if  I  wished  him  to  fix  flie  a  b^  like  tmf  I  coerte- 
oosly  replied,  that  prorkled  the  hoots  were  iwge  caoegh,  I 
would  leave  the  rest  to  him  ;  that  if  conveaient  and  ^ti- 
cable,  I  should  not  object  to  their  bearing  some  reaeablaooe 
to  the  model  then  before  him;  but  that  I  wonid  be  entirely 
guided  hy,  and  would  beg  to  leave  the  whole  aol^t  to,  hit 


three  half-drunken  loafers  will  come  loitering  with  their 
hands  in  theif  pockets,  or  will  be  seen  kiekiu  tneir  heels  in 
rocking  chairs,  or  lonnging  on  the  window  sin,  or  sitting  on 
a  rail  within  the  colonnade:  they  have  not  often  anything  to 
say  though,  either  to  us  of  to  each  other,  but  sit  there,  idly 
staring  at  the  coach  and  horses.

Indeed  he 
is,  with  reference  to  the  tavern,  what  the  driver  is  in  relation 
to  the  coach  and  passengers:  whatever  happens  in  his 
sphere  of  action,  he  is  quite  indifferent,  and  perfectly  easy 
in  his  mind. 

**  The  frequent  change  of  coachmen  works  no  change  or 
variety  in  the  coachman's  character.  He  is  always  dirty, 
sullen,  and  taciturn.  If  he  be  capable  of  smartness  of  any 
kind,  moral  or  physical,  be  has  a  fiamlty  of  concealing  it 
which  is  truly  marvellons.  He  never  speaks  to  yon  as  yon 
sit  beside  him  on  the  box,  and  if  you  speak  to  him,  he  an¬ 
swers  (if  at  all)  in  monosyllables.  He  points  out  nothing 
on  the  road,  and  seldom  looks  at  anything :  being,  to  all 
appearance,  thoroughly  weary  of  it,  and  of  existence  gene¬ 
rally.  As  to  doing  the  honours  of  his  coach,  his  business, 
as  I  have  said,  is  with  the  horses.  The  coach  follows  be¬ 
cause  it  is  attached  to  them  and  goes  on  wheels :  not  be¬ 
cause  you  are  in  it.  Sometimes,  towards  the  end  of  a  long

At  no  period  of  our  history,  escept  during  the  ascen¬ 
dancy  of  mpoleon,  has  such  an  alarming  succession  of 
blows  been  struck  by  foreign  governments  at  the  com¬ 
mercial  prosperity  of  England  as  since  the  ent  « nee  <  f 
Sir  Robert  Peel  upon  office.  We  do  not  say  that  it  has 
been  owing  to  the  inattention  of  our  own  government, 
though  in  another  article  we  show  that  ministers  are 
very  ill  supplied  with  commercial  intelligence  by  their 
agents ;  but  we  state  the  simple  fact,  that  within  the 
last  ten  months  no  less  than  Six  Hostile  Tariffs  have 
been  published  by  other  countries :  and  it  is  possible 
that  the  year  may  not  conclude  without  adding  a  Seventh. 
We  state  these  facts  for  no  party  purpose  whatever,  but 
with  the  view  of  calling  the  serious  attention  of  Govern¬ 
ment,  of  Parliament,  and  of  the  country  to  the  events 
themselves,  and  to  the  considerations  they  suggest  as  to 
the  future  commercial  policy  of  England. 

First,  we  shall  enumerate  the  hostile  tariffs  that  have 
been  passed,  with  their  respective  dates,  and  add  the 
briefest  possible  explanation  of  their  bearing  on  English 
commerce. 

1.  The  Russian  Tariff,  issued  in  November,  1841 ;  by 
which  the  duty  on  worsted  or  woollen  goods,  and  mixed 
worsted  and  cotton,  was  raised  from  one  silver  rouble  per 
lb.  to  one  silver  rouble  and  75  copecks  (that  is,  from 
Ss  6d.  to  6s.  2d. per  lb.  English):  the  new  duty  is  from 
200  to  300  per  cent,  ad  valorem :  printed  goods  are 
prohibited.  The  King  of  Prussia,  during  his  late  visit  to 
St  Petersburg,  induced  the  Emperor  to  issue  a  more 
favourable  ukase  for  the  products  of  Prussia.

THE  WESLEYANS  AND  THE  EARL  OF 
RIPON. 

(From  the  Stamford  Mercury,') 

The  Earl  of  Ripon,  since  the  three  great  errors  of  his 
life  (as  he  now  seems  to  think  them),  in  aiding  Catholic 
Emancipation,  the  repeal  of  the  Corporation  and  Test 
Acts,  and  the  Reform  Bill, — has  repented  him  of  his 
ways,  and  shows  a  determination  to  atone  for  the  past  by 
the'  endeavour  to  re-rivet  the  chains  he  helped  to  knock 
off  The  Earl  married  an  estate  at  Dunston  and  Noc- 
ton,  near  Lincoln.  A  few  days  ago  an  old  tenant  of 
30  years*  standing  received  notice  to  quit,  and  was  in¬ 
formed  by  the  steward,  who  served  the  notice,  and  sub 
sequent  ly  by  the  Earl  himself,  that  the  only  reason  for 
the  discharge  was,  that  he  went  to  the  Methodist  chapel, 
and  was  a  Methodist  preacher.  Her  Majesty  Queen 
Victoria  respects  the  conscience  of  a  servant ;  but  her 
Majesty’s  servant  will  not  permit  a  tenant  to  possess 
any  such  thing  !  The  butcher,  who  is  a  Methodist,  is 
also  under  ban ;  all  have  notice  not  to  purchase  of  him ; 
and  a  more  ductile  personage  is  started  to  supply  meat, 
after  having  been  informed,  when  building  his  shop,  that 
he  was  not  to  employ  a  certain  builder,  because  the 
man  was  a  Methodist.  Even  the  wife  of  the  latter  was 
sent  for  by  a  certain  **  noble  lady,*’  who,  after  severely 
reprimanding  her,  said,  **  Now  you  hear  what  I  say, 
and  I  mean  what  I  say.”  The  best  customers  of  the 
man,  in  consequence,  refuse  any  longer  to  employ  him. 
The  wife  of  the  waggoner  at  the  Hall  was  threatened 
for  visiting  that  terrible  place,  the  V^esleyan  chapel ; 
and  upon  the  threat  of  losing  all  they  had,  a  promise  of 
recantation  was  extracted  from  her.  It  seems  as  if 
there  was  a  determination  to  thoroughly  exterminate 
Methodism  from  the  parish,  by  attacking  it  at  all  points. 
When  the  Wesleyans  were  about  to  hold  a  school-feast 
in  the  shop  of  a  Mr  Bavin,  the  curate,  about  an  hour 
before  tea-time,  called  upon  him,  and  threatened,  if  he 
did  permit  it,  that  it  would  be  worse  for  him  f  and  the 
poor  fellow  was  frightened  into  obedience.  The  steward

preventing  the  smuggling  of  English  linens  and  yarns 
into  that  country  through  Belgium. 

5.  The  United  States  Tariff,  bearing  date  August, 
1842 ;  by  which  the  duty  on  woollens  was  raised  from  29 
to  40  per  cent,  ad  valorem,  on  worsted  goods  from  20  to 
30  per  cent.,  and  on  cotton  goods  the  duty  was  made 
nominally  30  per  cent.,  but  on  some  kinds  of  goods  it  is 
in  reality  from  100  to  200  per  cent,  ad  valorem,  and  on 
many  kinds  of  cottons,  woollens,  and  other  goods  the 
duty  will  be  prohibitory. 

6.  The  German  League  Tariff,  passed  September, 
1842  ;  by  which  the  duty  on  one  of  the  largest  brunches 
of  our  exports,  namely,  worsted  goods,  figured  or 
printed,  is  raised  from  ^  dollars  to  50  dollars  per  cwt., 
so  as  to  be  in  many  cases  prohibitory  ;  and  by  which  the 
duty  on  guincuilierie  or  hardware  is  increased  probably 
50  dollars  per  cwt. 

And  it  is  not  impossible  that  next  month  the  Brazilian 
Tariff  may  be  raised  very  greatly — the  Brazilian  govern¬ 
ment  having  given  notice  to  that  effect 


but  we  hope 

this  severe  blow  will  be  averted  by  the  concessions  which 
Mr  Ellis,  the  special  minister  lately  sent  out  to  Brazil,  is 
empowered  to  make  on  the  sugar  duties. 

Thus  within  a  few  months  a  great  part  of  the  civilised 
world  has  declared  commercial  war  against  us  !  — Russia, 
Portugal.  France,  Belgium,  the  United  States,  and  the 
Great  German  League,  including  Prussia,  Bavaria, 
Saxony,  Wurtemburg,  and  several  small  States  !  And 
it.  is  not  certain  that  Brazil  may  not  soon  be  added 
to  the  number.  Such  an  unparalleled  succession  of  un- 
toward  events  is  indeed  menacing  to  our  manufactures 
and  foreign  commerce,  and  demands  the  anxious  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  government.  It  is  proper  to  observe  on  this 
remarkable  series  of  hostile  tariffs,  that  they  bear  no  evi¬ 
dence  of  confederacy  against  us.  The  only  exception  is 
in  regard  to  France  and  Belgium,  where  the  feebler 
power  obeys  the  orders  of  the  stronger.  Russia,  France, 
Belgium,  the  United  States,  Germany,  and  even  in  some 
degree  Portugal,  have  been  influenced  by  a  desire  to 
protect  their  own  manufactures.  The  United  States  and 
Portugal  have  been  additionally  moved  by  the  hope  of 
relieving  their  financial  embarrassments,  though  the  plan 
has  certainly  not  succeeded  in  Portugal,  and  is  not  likely 
to  succeed  in  America.  Brazil  acts  in  a  spirit  of  retalia¬ 
tion  for  the  prohibitory  duties  imposed  in  this  country  on 
her  sugars. 

THE  BRISTOL  REGISTRATION. 

(From  the  Brietel  Mercury.) 

The  revising  barristers  have  completed  the  revision  of 
the  DArliaffientary  burgess  lists,  and  the  results  are  de¬ 
cidedly  favourable  to  the  Liberal  cause. 

The  business  of  the  last  two  or  three  days  tended  to 
exhibit  the  vexatious  character  of  the  Tory  objections 
to  8^  freemen.  Voter  after  voter  was  dragged  from  his 
business  into  the  ball,  simply  to  be  told  that  there  was 
no  real  objection  to  hit  name,  and  that  it  would  be  re¬ 
tained  on  the  list.  The  reviring  barristers  repeatedly 
expressed  their  strong  disapprobation  of  the  course  pur¬ 
sued.  In  one  instance,  that  of  Mr  Joseph  Reynolds, 
who,  being  an  invalid,  came  into  court  on  crutches,  the 
barristers  aaid,  nothing  could  be  more  scandalous  than 
to  object  to  respectable  persons  without  the  least  possi- 
plo  feasop.  It  waj  the  mpft  indeccht  procesding  they

One  magistrate,  Mr  C.  Bathurst,  would  seem  to  have 
felt  himself  called  on  to  make  something  like  a  formal 
defence  of  the  magistrates  sgainst  the  strictures  passed  on 
them  by  the  press.  One  of  his  remarks  on  the  report 
of  the  board  of  guardians  is  somewhat  curious.  He 
said ,  “  The  reason  the  prisoners  had  no  supper  was,  be¬ 
cause  the  whole  day's  bread  was  given  out  to  them  in 
the  morning,  and  they  were  often  so  improvident  as  to 
eat  it  all  for  breakfast,  instead  of  saving  a  portion  for 
supper."  We  are  far  from  wishing  to  contend  that  a 
prisoner  should  fare  like  a  justice  of  the  peace ;  but  It 
does,  we  think,  afford  a  pretty  conclusive  presumption 
against  the  sufficiency  of  a  dietary  that  prisoners  can  at 
one  meal  swallow  tha  whole  of  the  allowance  for  twenty- 
four  hours. 

The  Rev.  Mr  Witts  said  they  found  that  73  persons 
had  been  committed  265  times  (taking  the  number  of 
times  of  each),  so  that  it  could  not  be  so  awfully  bad  ns 
it  was  represented  to  be,  or  persons  would  not  certainly 
have  so  often  returned  to  a  place  to  be  starved.  As  the 
oldest  visiting  magistrate,  he  knew  that  the  diet  had 
been  modified  from  time  to  time,  from  1822  down  to 
1833,  for  it  was  then  contended  that  it  ought  to  be  more 
j  liberal  to  persons  confined  more  than  six  months,  as  they 
became  languid.  But  the  wish  was  to  make  the  prison 
a  disagreeable  place,  and  up  to  the  time  that  Dr  B.  Haw¬ 
kins  made  his  report  with  respect  to  the  dampness,  the 
canal  at  Northleach  was  considered  advantageous  pear 
the  prison. — [The  Rev.  Mr  Witts  seems  to  suppose  that 
a  person’^  return  to  prison  is  wholly  an  affair  of  prefer¬ 
ence,  and  that  men  like  their  treatment  at  Northleach  or 
they  would  not  come  back.  He  is  bound,  then,  to  make 
the  system  worse  than  it  is.  He  does  not  appear  to  con¬ 
sider  that  the  treatment  the  prisoner  experiences  in  the 
gaol  may  have  something  to  do  with  his  not  being  able 
to  keep  out  of  it.] 

PATERNAL  PREDILECTIONS  OF  THE 
POLICE. 

TO  THE  EDITOR  OP  THE  TIMES. 

Sis, — Permit  me  to  offer  my  humble  meed  of  appro¬ 
bation  to  the  benevolent  and  generous  motive  which 
has  induced  the  police  to  place  the  area  and  steps  lead¬ 
ing  from  St  James’s  park  to  the  York  column  at  the 
disposal  of  every  honp.driving,  pegtop-playing,  sliding 
little  sinner  in  the  neighbourhood.  Their  delicacy, 
evinced  in  not  boasting  of  this  philanthropic  act,  and 
their  liberality  in  allowing  every’  comer  to  join  In  the 
sports,  provided  he  or  she  be  sufficiently  dirty,  are 
beyond  all  praise. 

If  I  might  venture  to  make  a  suggestion,  it  would  be, 
that  the  police  do  not  sufficiently  protect  these  interest¬ 
ing  children  from  interruption  by  a  set  of  unreasonable 
persons  who,  under  pretence  of  being  on  business,  or 
that  this  is  a  thoroughfare,  or  some  other  equally  frivo¬ 
lous  pretence,  are  continually  deranging  their  recrea¬ 
tions.  It  is,  however,  satisfactory  to  know  that  several 
of  these  intruders  have  been  triumphantly  tripped  up  by 
the  hoops,  or  by  treading  on  the  marbles,  and  severely 
punished ;  others  have  had  their  toes  “  pegged  ”  in  a 
very  masterly  manner ;  and  considerable  execution  has 
been  done  in  spraining  ancles  by  the  apple-peeling  and 
walnut-shells  of  the  upper-step  class.  It  is  therefore  to 
be  hoped  that  these  examples  may  have  a  beneficial 
operation  and  effect  a  cure,  without  rendering  it  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  police  to  be  diverted  from  hunting  apple 
women,  or  giving  lectures  on  natural  history  in  the 
gardens  to  nursory-maids,  in  order  to  prevent  this  in¬ 
fringement  on  the  privileges  of  the  rightful  occupants  of 


then  marched  back  to  their  hurried  workhouse  dinner, 
and  by  half-past  two  again  to  church,  for  another 
service  and  another  sermon.  In  the  evening,  a  portion 
of  them  attend  once  more  the  service  of  the  church  and 
preaching,  while  the  remainder  stay  In  the  school  room 
with  the  roaster,  reading  the  psalms  of  the  day,  and 
repeating  collect  and  catechism.  Supper  and  evening 
prayers  then  send  them  to  bed,  tired  enough  no  doubt. 
The  services  of  the  church  contain  in  themselves  many 
repetitions,  and  of  the  boys  in  the  school  none  hear  it 
completely  less  than  three  times  over ;  and  some  four 
times ;  besides  all  the  incidental  repetitions  in  the  read¬ 
ings  and  catechisings.  Now  let  the  liturgy,  and  the 
catechism  derived  from  it,  be  all  that  its  warmest 
eulogists  describe  or  imagine ;  let  its  words,  F  they  will, 
be  regarded  as  of  more  than  human  choice,  and  selected 
by  divine  inspiration,  still  It  seems  very  plain  to  os  that 
this  incessant  repetition  cannot  but  prove  highly  and 
permanently  injurious  to  the  pauper  boys,  instead  of 
answering  its  proper  object.  Who  can  bear  this 
unceasing  din  of  wonis,  although  they  bo  words  in 
themselves  of  purest  and  holiest  import?  The  phrases 
come  round  and  round  upon  the  tired  ear,  like  the 
clattering  revolutions  of  wheels  worked  by  a  steam- 
engine.  The  young  creatures  must  be  deafened  and 
deadened  by  the  mechanical  iteration.  There  can  be 
no  operation  upon  their  reflective  powers.  There  can 
be  no  unfolding  of  their  feelings,  either  towards  tho 
author  of  their  being,  or  their  fellow-creatures.  Their 
whole  being  must  evaporate  in  words.  Their  sabbath 
is  nothing  but  words,  words,  words  !  Where  is  the 
'spirit  and  life’  to  come  in^  What  n  hard-working 
day  to  them  is  the  day  of  sacred  rest.  From  beginning 
to  end  it  is  crammed  full  of  this  verbal  toil ;  or,  as  wo 
should  rather  term  if,  seeing  how  little  activity  is 
implied,  this  verbal  endurance.  We  know  not  the 
precise  object  of  the  examiners,  but  they  would  do  well 
to  stigmatize,  while  they  expose,  a  routine  that  inevita¬ 
bly  tends  to  produce  disgust  with  the  religion  which  it 
professes  to  be  a  mode  of  inculcating."

front  of  his  shirt)  ’  Cotton — Mr  Twisselton  :  What 
are  the  ropes  made  of  to  hang  people?  No  answer. — At 
the  conclusion  of  the  proceedings  the  Commissioners 
expressed  their  satisfaction  at  the  way  in  which  the  chil¬ 
dren  had  answered  most  of  the  questions  put  to  them.

PRISON  DISCIPLINE. 

An  inquest  was  held  on  Friday  week  at  Cheltenham, 
on  the  body  of  a  young  man  named  Charles  Beale,  who 
went  into  the  Northleach  House  of  Correction  a  healthy 
man.  and  came  out  in  six  months  (after  having  paid  the 
penalty  of  some  trifling  offence)  in  a  dying  state,  which 
he  attributed,  on  his  death-bed,  to  the  treatment  of  the 
surgeon  and  the  governor.  It  is  clear  that  either  the 
officers  of  Northleach  House  of  Correction  hare  acted 
improperly,  or  that  there  is  something  in  the  system  of 
the  prison  which  calls  for  immediate  remedy.  The 
tone  adopted  by  the  coroner  is  somewhat  curious,  for  he 
recommends  the  jury  to  stifle  all  "feelings  of  humanity, 
pity,  or  sympathy.’*  The  prison  at  Northleach  has  long 
been  noted  for  its  deadly  influence  on  the  health  of  its 
inmates  ;  several  of  whom  have  died  within  its  walls,  or 
shortly  aJfter  quitting  them. 

The  magistrates  of  the  county  of  Gloucester  met  on 
the  first  day  of  the  quarter  sessions,  at  Gloucester,  on 
Tuesday  last.  The  subject  on  which  they  were  engaged 
was  the  state  of  the  various  prisons  throughout  the 
county.  The  Gloucestershire  magistrates  are  satisfied 
with  their  prisons,  surgeons,  gaolers,  and  dietaries.  It 
appears,  indeed,  in  the  case  of  Horsley  prison,  that  on 
one  point  the  visiting  magistrates  and  surgeon  were  in 
doubt,  namely,  '*  whether  the  diet  was  sufficiently  good 
for  persons  under  long  terms  of  imprisonment ;  there 
were  four  such  at  present  in  the  prison,  to  some  of  whom 
it  was  found  necessary  to  afford  a  little  animal  food." 
But  the  Cheltenham  board  of  guardians  having  parti 
cularly  complained  of  the  treatment  of  prisoners  in  the 
Northleach  House  of  Correction,  and  brought  forward 
in  their  report  charges  implying  a  want  of  medical  care,  ■ 


HOURS  OF  BUSINESS  IN  THE  CITY. 

On  Monday  a  public  meeting  of  the  merchants  was 
held  in  the  London  Tavern,  for  the  purpose  of  con¬ 
sidering  the  propriety  of  altering  the  hours  of  ’Change. 
The  chair  was  filled  by  Mr  Joshua  Bates,  of  the  house 
of  Messrs  Barings  and  Co.,  and  u  resolution  moved  by 
Mr  Rothschild,  and  seconded  by  Mr  Moflatt,  altering 
the  hour  of  commencement  to  3  p.in.,  and  to  conclude 
at  4  p.m.,  was  adopted  unanimously.  A  committee 
was  appointed.  Some  objections  offered  by  a  gentleman 
connected  with  the  timber  trade  were  referred  to  the 
committee,  along  with  the  suggestions  of  importance 
made  by  Mr  Doxat,  regarding  the  late  hours  of  deliver¬ 
ing  bills,  which  the  chairman  recommended  to  the  par¬ 
ticular  consideration  of  the  committee.  The  London 
merchants  have  been  in  the  habit  of  retiring  to  dinner 
after  'Change,  and  allowing  people  to  wait  until  7 
or  8  o'clock  for  their  bills ;  but  by  the  adoption  of 
earlier  hours  for  'Change  this  evil  may  be  remedied,  as 
the  merchants  can  sign  their  bills  before  going  to  dinner. 
T'lie  merchants'  clerks  will  be  considerably  benefited  by 
this  improvement  in  the  hours  of  'Change,  which,  if 
properly  followed  out,  may  be  the  means  of  making 
London  an  example  of  early  dispatch  of  business  to 
other  mercantile  towns,  instead  of  being,  as  at  present, 
an  example  of  lateness  to  be  shunned.

j  UNEQUAL  LABOUR  ok  the  TREAD- WHEEL 

(From  the  Times.) 

Some  years  ago,  at  Maidstone  Gaol,  the  minimum 
daily  ascent  in  winter  was  12.000  feet,  and  the  madrimtiiN 
daily  ascent  in  summer  was  18,240  feet;  to  that  a  man 
sentenced  to  two  or  three  months  of  bard  labour  in  tho 
summer  months  at  Maidstone  underwent  a  third  more 
labour  than  he  would  have  undergone  under  the  sarroe 
sentence  in  the  winter  months,  and  that,  too,  without 
any  difference  of  diet,  although  the  exhaustion  must  of 
necessity  be  much  greater  in  the  hot  than  in  the  cold 
weather.  From  the  last  Report  of  the  Prison  Inspec¬ 
tors  ws  learn  that  the  amount  of  labour  has  been 
diminished  in  that  ^aol,  both  in  winter  and  in  summer  * 
for  the  minimum  daily  ascent  during  the  winter  is  now 
only  9,720,  and  the  marimum  during  the  summer  is  only 
1*2,160  feet;  and  yet,  at  the  neighbouring  town  of 
Canterbur)’,  in  St  Augustine's  House  of  Correction, 
the  minimum  daily  ascent  in  winter  is  10.692,  snd  the 
Mmrmttas  in  summer  Is  14,107  feet.  In  the  County 
Gaol  at  Hertford  tbo  minima  4{41y  asgent  |  the  wintcf 


eie  has  the  following  observation  upon  one  point,  though 
probably  it  presents  nothing  peculiar  to  this  school ;  — 
"  We  allude  to  the  mode  in  which  the  poor  children 
pass  their  Sundays.

The 
events  which  were  at  that  moment  taking  place  in  the 
north,  where  their  sisters  and  brothers  were  being 
cruelly  and  unjustly  transported,  or  else  plunged  Into 
dismal  and  pestiferous  dungeons,  for  no  other  cause  than 
standing  up  for  their  rights  and  demanding  bread  to 
appease  their  hunger  and  save  themselves  from  dving  of 
starvation  in  their  native  land,  were  unfortunately  of  a 
nature  to  drag  woman  from  her  retirement,  and  call 
upon  her  to  nft  up  her  voice  against  such  deeds. 

( Great  cheering  from  the  men,  and  cries  of  “  Bravo, 
Miss  Walker,”  and  “  Hear,  hear,”  from  the  ladies. )  As 
for  Lord  Abinger  (hisses),  he  was  unworthy  the  name 
of  “  man,"  and  unfit  to  represent  the  interests  of  either 
man  or  woman.  His  lordship  had  said,  that  “the 
Chartists  wanted  to  get  the  power  into  their  handk  to 
make  all  the  laws  themselves.’*  She  (Miss  Mary  Anne) 
flung  back  the  malignant  falsehood  with  all  the  scorn  it 
merited.  (Cheers  from  the  men,  and  hear,  bear,  ac¬ 
companied  by  waving  of  handkerchiefs,  by  the  ladies.) 
The  young  lady,  who  spoke  with  great  warmth,  ahd 
suited  the  action  to  the  word«  after  pasting  some  addi¬ 
tional  censure  on  his  lordship,  and  touching  on  a  variety 
of  other  points  connected  with  the  objects  of  the  meet¬ 
ing,  declared  herself  a  Chartist  in  name  and  feeling  ;  and 
having  appealed  to  her  fellow-countrywomen  to  “come 
out  ’’  in  favour  of  the  Charter,  and,  however  ungramma¬ 
tical  their  language,  not  to  be  dismayed  by  any  shafts  of 
ridicule  that  might  be  pointed  against  them,  concluded 
by  giving  them  the  encouraging  hope,  that  if  it  were  only 
from  the  curiosity  to  hear  “  a  wornttn  "  speak,  the  young 
men  would  come  out  and  speak  to  them.  (Laughter 
and  long-continued  applause,  amidst  which  Miss  Mary

In  Coldbatb-fields  Prison  the  minimum  daily 
winter  is  9,000,  and  the  maximum  in  summer  is  15,000 
feet;  which  quintuples  the  minimum  ascent  in  Devon¬ 
shire,  more  than  triplss  the  minimum  ascent  at  Reading, 
and  more  than  doubles  the  maximum  at  Ilford.  In  the 
Houses  of  Correction  for  the  county  of  Sussex,  at 
Petworth  and  at  Lewes,  at  both  of  which  the  dietary 
was  condemned  by  the  Prison  Inspectors  as  insufficient 

_ a  circumstance  which  we  overlooked  in  drawing  up 

our  tab’e  of  the  counties  which  they  had  stigmatized  as 
offenders  in  this  respect— the  hours  of  labour  are  uni¬ 
form  throughout  the  year ;  but  in  the  first  the  daily 
ascent  is  11.340,  and  in  the  lost  11,418  feet.  In  the 
House  of  Correction  at  Guildford  the  minimum  daily 
ascent  in  winter  for  men  is  11,I37|  feet,  and  the  maxt- 
mum  in  summer  is  13.500  feet;  whilst  ybr  iromvri 
yes,  for  women,  the  minimum  daily  ascent  In  winter  is 
7,425,  and  the  maximum  in  summer  is  9, (XX)  feet ;  thus 
showing  that  the  minimum  labour  for  women  in  Surrey 
is  within  41  feet  as  much  as  the  maximum  labour  for 
men  in  Berkshire.  We  finish  this  list  of  monstrous 
inequalities  with  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  tread- 
wheel  labour  which  may  be  exacted  from  any  prisoner 
in  the  County  Gaol  for  Buckinghamshire,  at  Aylesbury 
—a  prison  which  at  the  close  of  1840  was  in, such  a  dis¬ 
creditable  condition,  and  so  full  of  irregularities  and 
abuses  in  every  department  of  it,  that  the  Hon.  and 
Rev.  Sidney  Godolphin  Osborne,  who  had  inspected 
is,  transmitted  a  declaration  to  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  the  Horae  Department,  that  he  would  rather  retire 
from  the  commission  than  be  compelled,  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duty  as  a  magistrate,  to  commit  any  more  offenders 
to  custody  within  its  walls.  At  Aylesbury,  then,  the 
work  is  9  hours  a  day  all  the  year  round  ;  each  step  is 
17  inches  high,  and  the  prisoners  take  about  58  steps 
per  minute.  As  if  afraid  of  the  general  indignation 
which  the  knowledge  of  this  enormously  severe  punish- 
rocni  would  create,  those  who  had  the  concoction  of  the 
returns  from  this  gaol  have  omitted  to  state  the  number 
of  feet  actually  ascended  by  the  prisoners  each  day. 
We  have  made  the  calculation  which  they  declined  to 
make,  and  find  it  amount  to  44,370  feet  a  day  ;  so  that 
a  person  sentenced  to  hard  labour  in  that  gaol,  if  no 
rest  were  allowed  him,  would  perform  more  than ybur/een 
times  the  amount  of  labour  exacted  from  the  prisoner 
under  the  same  sentence  in  Devonshire,  more  than 
eight  times  the  minimum,  and  more  than  six  times  the 
maximum,  of  labour  exacted  at  Reading  and  at  Ilford, 
and  nearly  three  times  the  maximum  of  labour  exacted 
at  Coldbath  fields,  where  the  punishment,  as  we  have 
already  shown,  is  by  no  means  of  a  gentle  description. 
It  is  quite  evident  that  some  of  the  miserable  wretches 
confined  in  that  prison  actually  ascend  more  than  22,000 
feet  in  a  single  day.  Need  we  say  more  on  the  ine¬ 
quality  of  this  punishment  ?  or  add  a  single  word  upon 
the  crying  injustice  which  is  inflicted  in  some  prisons 
owing  to  the  want  of  Uniformity  In  meeting  out,  not  the 
justice,  but  the  vengeance  of  the  law?  Yes,  we  piUst 
add  Mr  Duncombe’s  very  just  remark,  which  we  could

MEETING  OF  FEMALE  CHARTISTS. 

A  meeting  of  female  Chartists  was  held  on  Monday 
evening,  in  the  National  Charter  Association  Hall,  Old 
Bailey,  for  the  purpO'e  of  forming  a  *'  Female  Chartist 
Association,"  to  co-operate  with  the  Male  Association  ; 
and  for  other  objects  connected  with  the  interests  of 
“the  People's  Charter.” — On  the  motion  of  Miss 
Susanna  Inge,  seconded  by  Mrs  Wyatt,  Mr  Carey  was 
called  to  the  chair.— After  a  suitable  address  from  Mr 
Ridley,  in  which  he  commented  on  the  present  state  of 
woman,  and  pointed  to  the  position  which,  according  to 
hik  judgment,  she  ought  to  occupy  in  society,  elevating 
her  thoughts  to  political  aspirations,  Mr  Cohen  ex¬ 
pressed  the  high  degree  of  satisfaction  which  he  had 
received  from  Mr  Ridley’s  address,  but  could  not  help 
saying  that  woman  would  be  more  in  her  proper  cha¬ 
racter  and  station  at  home,  where  she  was  the  pride 
and  ornament  of  "  the  domestic  hearth,"  than  in  the 
political  arena.  (Sensation  among  the  ladies.)  He 
acknowledged  the  high  and  useful  talents  of  Miss  Mar- 
tineau ;  but  he  did  not  consider  that  nature  intended 
woman  to  partake  of  political  rights.  She  was  not, 
physically  considered,  intended  for  it.  He  had  the 
highest  respect  for  the  character  of  woman,  and  sense 
of  what  was  due  to  her  in  every  point  of  consideration ; 
but  he  would  put  it  to  the  mothers  present,  whether 
they  did  not  find  themselves  more  happy  in  the  peace¬ 
fulness  and  usefulness  of  the  domestic  hearth,  than  in 
coming  forth  in  public  and  aspiring  after  political  rights. 
(Hear,  murmurs,  interruptions,  and  cries  of  “  Order.”) 

Mr  Salmon,  jun.,  said,  that  Mr  Cohen’s  object  was 
to  throw  “cold  water”  on  the  meeting.  (“  Hear,  hear,’* 
from  the  ladies,  and  cries  of  “  No,  no,"  from  Mr  Cohen.) 

Miss  Susanna  Inge,  secretary  to  the  association, 
should  like  to  ask  Mr  Cohen  why  he  considered  women 
not  qualified  to  vote,  if  they  were  not  qualified  to  fill 
public  offices?  (Hear,  hear.)  It  did  not  require  much 
**  p^iical  force  *'  to  vote.  (  Hear,  and  applause.)

Frauds  on  thi  Revinub.— The  attention  of  the 
public  has  been  recently  directed  to  the  discovery  of  a 
scries  of  frauds,  which  it  is  alleged  have  been  com¬ 
mitted  upon  the  revenue  by  the  aid  and  connivance  ef 
some  of  the  officers  of  the  Customs.  An  investigation 
into  (he  circumstances  has  been  for  some  time  in  pro¬ 
gress,  conducted,  we  believe,  by  the  landing  surveyors, 
the  senior  officers  of  that  department  through  which 
the  revenue  has  been  defrauded.  The  question  does 
not  rest  solely  between  the  commissioners  and  their 
officers :  the  commercial  world  has  a  right  to  know 
the  whole  truth,  especially  where  rules  and  regulations 
that  are  generally  sufficiently  obnoxious  and  troublesome 
have  been  found  to  be  Inopefative  for  the  collection  of 
the  revenue.  The  evidence  on  which  such  charges  are 
to  be  sustained  should  be  taken  by  some  one  acquainted 
vsith  the  rules  of  evidence,  and  in  an  open  court  the 
witnesses  should  be  subjected  to  an  examination  calcu¬ 
lated  to  elicit  the  truth.  It  is  scarcely  possible  to  imagine 
that  an  inquiry  into  charges  which  derogate  from  the 
utility  of  the  whole  department,  and  which  affect  the 
honour  and  character  of  the  parties  concerned,  could, 
with  any  prospect  of* a  satisfactory  conclusion,  have  been 
delegated  by  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  to  the  dis¬ 
crimination  and  judgment  of  their  inferior  officers.  We 
ye,  therefore,  happy  to  state  that  (he  Lords  of  the 
Treasury  have  taken  the  investigation  into  their  own 
hands,  and  we  have  no  doubt  that  the  result  Will  be  most 
beneficial  to  the  public  service _ Times.

The  ((reateat 
interest  waa  excited,  on  account  of  ita  beinir  known  that 
atrennoaa  edPorta  would  be  made  to  deprive  the  Earle  Tavern, 
City  road;  the  Royal  Standard,  Shepherdeaa  fieida;  Whi'e 
Conduit  house,  the  Eyre  Arms,  and  other  placea  of  recrea* 
tion,  of  ticenaea.  Licensee  were  renewed,  without  opposi¬ 
tion,  to  the  Mermaid,  Hackney;  to  Sadler's  Wells  Theatre; 
the  Anircl,  Edmonton ;  the  Queen’s  Theatre,  Tottenham 
street,  Tottenham-court  road ;  and  the  Abercorn  Arms, 
Sianmore.  The  application  of  Mr  Carter,  of  the  South¬ 
ampton  Arms,  Camden  Town,  lor  a  renewal  of  his  music 
license,  was  opposed,  and  ordered  to  stand  over. 

On  the  application  of  Mr  Rouse,  of  the  Ea^^le  Tavern, 
to  have  his  license  (or  music  and  dramatic  entertainments 
renewed,  a  memorial,  signed  **  James  Hudson,”  was  put  in 
and  read.  It  set  forth  the  opinion  of  the  memorialist  as  to 
the  immoral  effects  of  such  places  of  entertainment,  and 
prayed  that  the  license  should  not  be  renewed.  The 
memorialist  hein|;  called  to  sustain  the  allegations,  did  not 
appear. — Mr  Clarkson  then,  at  ((rest  len{t;th,  addressed  the 
Bench  in  support  of  the  renewal,  and  presented  247  petitions 
from  inhabitant  householders  and  traders  in  the  nei^jhbour- 
hood  of  the  tavern,  and  19  petitions  from  charitable  societies, 
testifying  to  the  very  excellent  manner  in  which  the  house 
was  conducted,  and  prayinj^  for  the  continuance  of  the 
license.  Since  the  first  establishment  of  these  entertain¬ 
ments  there  had  not  been  a  single  police  complaint  arising; 
from  any  occurrence  of  any  kind  upon  the  premises.  If  the 
license  were  withdrawn,  iMtween  thirty  and  forty  persons 
would  he  thrown  out  of  employment  in  the  musical  depart¬ 
ment  airwe. — The  license  after  some  discussion  was  ^framed. 

Mr  Thomas  appeared  to  support  a  petition  from  William 
Lovett,  Richard  bfoore,  Henry  Hetherio^ton,  and  Benjamin 
Hoirtrett,  jun.,  pravin)^  for  a  dancin^;  and  music  license  for 
No.  242  A,  Hi^h  Holhorn. — The  Depnty.Clerk  of  the  Peace 
said  that  he  had  received  a  memorial  aj^aiost  the  ^rantint; 
of  such  license  from  the  vestry  of  the  joint  parishes  of  Si 
Giles-in-thr-fields,  and  St  Geortre,  Bloomsbury.  —  This 
memorial  was  read ;  it  says,  “  That  the  said  premises, 
which  were  lately  and  for  many  years  used  as  a  Dissenting 
chapel,  had  been  recently  made  use  of  as  the  hall  of  a 
society  callinti'  tliemselves  *  The  National  Association,*  and 
the  same  is  let  for  public  meetin|;s  and  eveoin)i^  lectures,  to 
which  the  people  are  admitted  at  the  triflinf^  char^re  of  two* 
pence  to  the  ho'*y  of  the  hall,  and  threepence  to  the  galleries. 
That  some  of  the  professed  objects  of  this  association,  as 
set  forth  in  a  printed  address  *to  the  political  and  social 
reformers  of  the  United  Kini^dom,’  are,  to  establish  in  one 
general  body  persons  of  all  creeds,  classes,  and  opinions, 
V  ho  are  desirous  to  promote  ihe  political  and  social  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  people,  to  create  and  extend  an  eniitfhtened 
public  opinion  in  favour  of  the  ‘People’s  Charter,*”  &c.— 
Mr  Thomas,  in  a  long  address,  urged  the  claims  of  the 
petitioners  upon  the  kindly  feeling  of  the  Court.  He  said, 
if  the  licenses  were  granted,  that  it  would  in  no  way  prove 
of  pecuniary  benefit  to  the  applicants,  their  only  object  being 
to  procure  further  means  of  increasing  the  enlighienroent  ot 
the  people.  Already  there  were  two  singing  clautses  on  the 
Mainzer  system,  consisting  of  250 ;  and  there  was  a  dancing 
class  of  no  fewer  than  150.— Mr  Adolphus  op|M>sed  the 
application  on  many  grounds.  He  most  earnestly  hoped 
that  the  attempt  would  prove  fruitless.— The  license,  after 
a  few  words  from  Mr  Serjeant  Halcombe,  was  refused  by  a 
large  majority,  four  hands  ordy  being  held  up  in  its  favour. 

A  Judicial  Farce. — John  Shannon^  a  young  urchin, 
the  crown  of  wfiose  head  was  just  perceptible  above  the  bar, 
was  indicted  for  stealing  a  two^ienoy  pie.— A  boy  between 
ten  and  eleven  years  old,  about  his  own  age,  was  hoisted  op 
in  (he  witness-box,  as  the  evidence  against  him. — Please, 
air  (said  the  child,  addressing  the  chairman),  I  saw  him  take 
the  pie.— Chairman  :  And  what  then  ?— Child  :  He  ate  it. 
(Loud  laughter.)— The  result  of  thi<«  was  two  formidable  cri¬ 
minal  indictments  against  him,  for  taking  that  pie,  and  also, 
as  it  was  alleged,  making  too  free  with  another.— After 
the  prosecutrix  had  given  her  evidence,  witnesses  were 
called  to  character,  upon  which  two  or  three  Irish  labourers 
successively  entered  the  box,  who  all  deposed  that  he  could 
“  run  of  an  errand”  for  his  father  as  well  as  any  boy  in  the 
three  kingdoms.— The  Chairman  said  he  did  not  really  know 
what  to  do  with  the  case,  and  if  the  jury  sent  a  child  from  a 
criminal  bar  for  stealing  a  pie,  the  chances  were  that  they 
would  multiply  their  criminals  very  rapidly.  A  good  whiii- 
piog  was  the  proper  punishment- The  jury  found  the  iri- 
souer  Not  Guilty.— The  Chairman  refused  to  allow  the  ex¬ 
penses  of  two  indictments  ;  one  was  quite  enough  for  such 
trumpery  offences.  ■  -

ceeiied  to  renew  the  licenses  lo  the  different  place*  of  public 
amusement  in  the  county,  and  to  hear  applications  for  fresh 
ones.  Upon  the  application  of  Mr  Chambers  licenses  were 
granted  to  the  Victoria  Theatre,  in  the  name's  of  John  Adol¬ 
phus  Young.  William  White  Smith,  and  D.W.Ostialdeston ; 
to  (he  Royal  Gardens,  Vauxhall ;  to  the  Castle  Hotel,  R<ch- 
mond;  the  Duke’s  Arms,  Stangate;  and  to  the  Jamaica 
Tavern,  Bermondsey.  Mr  Wallinger  applied  for  a  renewal 
of  the  license  for  the  Surrey  Theatre,  in  the  name  of  Frances 
Davidge,  the  widow  of  the  late  lessee- Granted.  Mr  Corner 
applied  (or  aud  obtained  a  renewal  of  the  license  to  the  St 
Heleua  Gardens,  Rotherhithe.

placed  his  hand  improperly  on  Ross.  While  on  the  road  to 
the  station-house  he  repeated  the  olFenre  He  had  pre¬ 
viously  told  Ross  when  he  first  met  him  that  he  might,  if  hi> 
thongnt  proper,  earn  24.  or  3^  easily.— Beck,  1527  D,  ssid 
that  at  a  quarter-past  one  o’clock  he  saw  the  prisoner  stand¬ 
ing  at  the  corner  of  York  place.  New  road.  He  had  just 
got  out  of  a  cab,  and,  addressing  witness,  told  him  that  he 
had  been  to  the  Haymarket  and  spent  104,  Witness’s  evi¬ 
dence  also  went  to  show  that  other  remarks  made  by  the 
prisoner  to  him  were  of  a  most  infamous  description,  and 
that  the  nature  of  them  could  not  be  misunderstr^.— Ser. 
geant  Beele,  acting  inspector  at  the  Haroourt  station-house, 
•aid  that  when  the  prisoner  was  brought  in  he  asked  him  if 
he  had  anything  to  say.  He  then  begged,  for  God|t  sake, 
that  his  friends  might  not  be  made  acquainted  with  the 
situation  he  was  in,  and  told  witness  he  hoped  some  allow* 
ance  would  he  made  fnV  him,  considering  that  he  waa  drunk. 
Witness  told  him  that  he  did  not  consider  him  to  he  so 
drunk  as  to  he  incapable  of  knowing  what  he  was  about. — 
In  reply  to  the  charge,  the  prisoner  said,  “I  assert  my  inno- 
cence,  but  shall  reserve  my  defence  for  another  place.^— He 
waa  in  the  course  of  the  efternoon  liberated  on  entering  into 
hi.s  own  recognizance  in  200i,  and  producing  two  unexcep- 
tionable  persons  as  security  in  the  sum  of  1004.  each,  for  his 
appearance  to  answer  the  charge  at  the  sessions. 

Corporation  Trespasses. — At  the  Mansion  house 
four  able-bodied  labouring  men  were  brought  up,  chared 
with  having  broken  into  the  premises  of  a  publican  in  Leaden- 
hall  market.  James  Sandwell,  the  proprietor  of  the  Poul¬ 
terers’  Arras,  stated  that  Mr  Montague,  the  city  surveyor, 
and  other  gentlemen  connected  with  the  Corporation,  called 
upon  him  last  week  to  speak  to  him  about  a  spacious  cellar  of 
his  under  his  house,  of  which  he  had  a  lease  that  had  17^ 
years  yet  to  run.  They  said  to  him  that  the  cellar  could  be 
o'  no  use  to  him,  and  propo«ed  to  him  to  give  it  np  to  them, 
to  which  he,  as  a  matter  of  course,  objected.  Afterwarda  a 
gentleman  called  from  Mr  Montague,  and  asked  him  upon 
what  terms  he  would  give  up  possession,  and  he  replied  tnat 
he  held  the  premises  under  Mr  Shepherd,  of  Covent-garden 
market,  and  could  give  no  answer  until  he  snbmitted  the 
matter  to  that  gentleman.  He  heard  no  more  upon  the  sub¬ 
ject  until  he  found  that  the  four  defendants  had  actually  broken 
into  his  cellar  amongst  his  beer-casks  and  other  property 
with  pickaxes.  As  he  did  not  know  how  the  paen  could  have 
had  authority  to  make  such  an  intrusion,  he  called  the  (Milice 
and  gave  them  into  custody.  Deputy  Hicks,  the  chairman 
of  the  Market  Committee,  here  said,  that  the  committee 
were  making  extensive  improvements  in  the  poultry  market, 
for  the  purpose  of  effecting  which  it  had  become  necessary 
to  appropriate  the  ceUary  to  which  the  corporation  laid  a 
claim  a-  their  property.  Sometime  ago  the  corporation  laid 
claim  in  like  manner  to  a  cellar  on  the  south  side  of  Leaden- 
hall  market,  and  established  it.  These  vaults  have  been  in 
former  days  used  as  ilefiositories  for  the  timber  and  stalls  of 
the  market,  and  if  the  complainant  questioned  the  right  Of 
the  corporation,  he  had  the  power  of  trying  that  ri^bt  in  the 
Court  of  Queen's  Bench. — Alderman  Wilson:  No,  no;  I 
don’t  see  why  he  should  resign  the  possession  to  you.  Pos¬ 
session  is,  to  u*e  the  old  definition,  nine  points  of  the  law, 
and  corporations  are  very  mucli  in  the  habit  of  acting  upon 
that  principle ;  and  as  they  often  possess  enormous  power  it 
is  dangerous  for  an  individual  to  question  their  right  if  they 
are  once  in  possession.  I  am  cer<ainly  of  opinion  that  the 
complainant  was  right  in  giving  the  men  into  custody.  Had 
any  notice  been  served  U{)oii  the  complainant  to  give  up  the 
cellar  as  the  property  of  the  corporation  ?  The  com|>iatnaiit 
replied  that  no  notice  whatever  had  been  served  u|M>n  him. — 
Aldvrman  Wilson:  1  do  not  think  that  any  parly,  except  a 
powerful  corporation,  would  attempt  to  break  into  any  man’s 
premises  in  such  a  manner,  and  I  certainly  would  not  have 
the  complainant  give  up  the  cellar  until  the  corporation  esta¬ 
blish  (heir  right.— Mr  Walker  stated  that  the  Commissioners 
of  Sewers  could  not  complete  th<-ir  object  without  cutting 
through  the  cellar.  Alderman  Wilson  wished  to  see  the 
act  which  gave  the  power  to  any  body  of  individoals  to  cut 
through  the  freehold  of  any  person  without  due  notice.  He 
was  aware  that  the  Commissioners  of  Sewers  had  very  ex- 
iraordin^iry  powers,  but  even  if  they  possessed  the  power 
alluded  to,  the  exercise  of  it  would  be  most  cruel  and  tyran¬ 
nical.  Perhaps  this  cellar  had  been  the  property  of  the 
owners  of  the  house  these  hundred  years.  What !  break 
into  a  man’s  vault  amongst  his  casks  of  beer  and  other  pro¬ 
perty,  ani  without  sending  him  any  notice.  1  shall  require 
bail  for  the  appearance  of  these  men.— Mr  Montague  then 
retired  to  join  Mr  Walker  in  giving  bail  for  the  appearance 
of  the  four  defendants. 

ACCIDENTS. 

AD31IRAL  Sir  C.  E.  Nugent. — On  Monday  evening, 
as  Sir  C.  Nugent  was  standing  upon  the  pavement  near 
Spring  gardens,  looking  at  the  progress  made  in  the  erection 
of  the  monument  to  Lord  Nelson,  he  slipped  off  the  kerb¬ 
stone  into  the  road.  He  was  immediately  rai  ed  by  home 
passers-by,  and  conveyed  to  Cliaring-cross  Hospital,  where 
It  was  ascertained  that  his  right  tliigli  was  broken,  about 
midway  between  the  knee  and  liip-joiiit.  From  his  advanced 
age  (84  years),  and  the  shock  Iuh  constitution  has  sustained, 
his  recovery  will  nt  best  be  a  work  of  time. 

Sinking  of  a  Vessel.— A  dreadful  collision  happened 
on  the  night  of  Monday  last,  off*  the  eastern  coast,  between 
Whitby  and  Stockton,  which  unhappily  terminated  in  the 
total  destruction  of  a  vessel  and  the  loes  of  two  lives.  The 
vessels  were  the  Despatchy  a  schooner  belonging  to  London, 
and  the  sloofi  Margaret  and  Ellen  of  Leith.  The  accident 
tcKik  place  between  seven  and  eigtii  o’clock.  Upon  the  ves¬ 
sels  nearing,  those  on  hoard  of  the  Despatch  exerted  every 
nerve  to  avoid  coming  in  contact.  Tliey  altered  the  course, 
and  shouted  to  the  crew  of  the  Margaret  and  Ellen  to  do  the 
same;  instead  of  which— no  doubt  confused— they  brought 
her  into  direct  opposition.  The  result  was,  that  in  the  next 
moment  the  sloop  ran  u(>on  the  schooner  with  tremendous 
Violence,  and  the  sloop  went  down,  carrying  with  her  two  of 
the  crew.  The  rest  miraculously  saved  themselves  by  spring¬ 
ing  to  a  rope  that  was  hanging  over  the  bows  of  the  De- 
spatch  at  the  moment  of  their  veasel  sinking. 

Third  Outrreak  or  the  Liverpool  Fire _ 

Tuesday  evening,  about  half-past  six  o’clock,  the  inhabitants 
were  ai^in  much  alarmed  at  the  report  that  the  property 
saved  from  the  late  great  fire  in  the  Waterloo  road  had  agaiii 
ignited,  the  interior  of  Reyner’s  cotton-shed,  in  the  cellars 
of  which  were  large  quantities  of  turpentine  and  cotton, 
having  again  taken  fire,  the  flames  ascending  in  immense 
voiumss.

^APCs  FROM  Bethlehem.— One  of  two  lunatics  who 
f scaped  last  week  has  not  yet  been  discovered.  At  the 
meeting  of  governors  the  subject  was  considered  ;  and  the 
account  appears  to  be  substantially  c<  rreef.  The  patients 
(occeeded  in  cutting  through  a  strong  iron  bar,  an  operation 
which  must  have  occupied  a  consider  ible  time,  but  the  fissure 
filled  up  with  dirt  the  attention  of  the  keepers  was 
eluded.  We  understand  that  the  escape  was  attributed  to 
(lie  want  of  a  sufficient  number  of  keepers,  and  that  the  go* 
Ternors  have  therefore  determined  to  put  their  establishment 
00  the  footing  with  other  lunatic  hospitals  in  this  respect,  by 
appointing  ss  many  additional  keepers  as  will  place  two  at 
least  in  every  ward  during  the  night  as  well  as  day.  The 
rnoD  from  which  the  two  lunatics  let  themselves  down  is  about 
70  feet  from  the  ground,  and  their  escape  from  death  or  dread* 
tul  iMxIily  injury  is  almost  miraculous ;  and  not  long  since  a 
female  secreted  herself  in  the  r<iof  ot  the  building  for  two 
days  without  being  missed,  till  starvation  urged  her  from 
her  hiding*place. 

The  “  Boy  Jokes.**— The  boy  who  on  several  occasions 
intruded  himself  into  Buckingham  Palace,  has  again  made 
hit  appearance  in  London  It  was  staled  some  time  since 
that  he  had  been  sent  out  to  South  Australia,  such,  however, 
it  now  seems  was  not  the  fact.  After  his  last  examination 
at  the  Home  office,  the  boy  was  sent  to  Portsmouth,  where, 
we  understand,  he  was  apprenticed,  or  at  all  events  he  whs 
Milton  board  the  IVarspite  man-of-war,  which  ship  carried 
out  I..ord  Ashburton  to  the  United  Slates.  On  the  return  of 
the  tVarspile  to  Portsmouth,  about  three  weeks  since,  he 
wan  allowed  occasionally  to  go  on  shore.  Information  was 
MOt  to  the  station-house  in  Gardiner*s  lane,  on  Monday 
evening,  that  Jones  was  returned  to  London.  This  infor* 
nation  was  communicated  to  the  proper  authorities,  and  in* 
itmctions  were  given  to  take  him  into  custody,  which  instruc* 
tioni  were  promptly  obeyed,  and  on  Wednesday  he  was 
apprehended  at  his  lather’s  house  in  Westminster.  Notice 
of  the  prisoner  being  in  custody  was  sent  to  the  public  offices, 
and  in  ihe  course  of  the  afternoon  a  government  order  was 
received  directing  that  he  should  be  at  once  taken  back  to 
Portsmouth.  Jones  was  conveyed  in  the  custody  of  a  police* 
uificer  by  the  South  Western  railroad. 

Courageous  Conduct— An  inquest  was  held  on  Wed* 
netday,  in  WaterliMi  road,  on  the  iMidy  of  Alfred  Wardley, 
aged  three  years.  Mr  John  Hatton,  an  actor  at  the  Victoria 
Theatre,  said  that  he  resided  in  Granby  street.  On  Monday 
afternoon  last  he  heard  cries  «>f  Murder  **  from  a  room  at 
the  tup  of  the  house,  and  in  a  few  seconds  a  little  girl,  sister 
to  the  deceased,  ran  down,  saying  that  the  house  was  on  fire. 
He  ran  up  stairs,  and  finding  the  room  filled  with  smoke  and 
flame,  had  great  difficulty  in  entering;  and  when  at  last  he 
lurceeded,  by  creeping  on  his  hands  and  knees,  he  found  an 
infant  in  a  cradle  liurning.  He  ran  with  it  to  tlie  door,  where 
it  was  received  hy  its  sister,  the  little  girl,  who  implored  him 
to  return,  as  another  child  was  there.  He  entered  the  same 
wny  Hs  before,  and  after  groping  alaiut,  felt  the  cradle  and 
the  deceased  lying  across  it  in  flames.  He  was  obliged  to 
throw  a  blanket  from  the  bed  over  the  deceased  before  he 
Could  carry  him  out,  and  did  so  in  as  short  a  time  as  {xtssihle. 
Deceased  died  at  six  o’clock  the  same  evening,  hut  the  other 
child  did  not  suffer  much,  as  he  had  taken  it  out  so  quickly. 
Verdict,  Accidental  death.”

Green  Man  for  three-quarters  of  a  mile,  it  was  tremendously 
up  hill  (or  nearly  three  miles,  and  a  sharp  steep  as  a  finish ; 
fhe  return,  of  course,  requiring  a  strong  pull,  which  both  of 
mem  felt  at  the  summit  of  Shooter’s  hill  on  the  return ;
